Watson Writes Letter to State

Thomson, Ga., July 9%.—(Special.)— 

Hon. Thomas FE. Watson has sent the 
following communication to © State 
Senator John Johnson, tn reference to 
the ratification of the federal income 
tax amendment now before the gener- 
assembly: 
“Hion. John Johnson, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Friend: Because our state sen- 
@tor is misrepresenting this district 
by voting against the income tax, I 
am addressing myself to you. 

“With hardly an exception since the 
Civil War democratic conventions 
have declared in favor of a graduat- 
ed tax upon the net incomes of the 
rich. The man doesn't live who could 
make a decent argument against it. 
The foremost statesmen of modern 
times have declared for it. 

“The legislators who would vote a 
tax bill which levies tributes upon 
the household furniture, farm i!mple- 
ments, and tools of trade, the work 
horse and the family cow, corn in 
the crib and cotton under the shed, 
the pig in the pen and the very dog 
fn the back yard, and who can then 
oppose the imposition of as slight tax 
upon the dropstca] incomes of such 
men as Rockefeller,.Carnegie, Mor- 
gan, Vanderbilt and Gould, ought ‘to 
be ashamed to show their faces in de- 
cent company. 

“It is enough to make one’s blood 
boil to read’ those disgraceful argu- 
ments which aréppeing made in the 
Georgia legislature \gainst the in- 
come tax. Such reasoning as that, 
did: not originate in patriotism and 
does not ring with the sinterity of 
statesmanship. Its origin is the. sel. 
fishness of rich men, who seek [to 6s 
cape tax. 

“The legislator who seeks to defeat 
@® great national measure of legisla- 
tion, by inventing the bugaboo of a 
negro tax collector, is not voicing 
his own sentments or those of “Old 
Man Peepul,” he is repeating some- 
thing that was hatched up by the 
lobbyists, and whispered to him in 
the corridor.

“Where is the honorable 
Smith? On which side is he in

“The Atlanta Constitution, which to 
my certain knowledge for twenty 
years has been an earnest advocate of 
the income tax, has ‘nobly spoken for 
the Joe Brown side.

6 LTS FEET INA 
AVIATOR SOARED 
IN HIS. BIPLANE 
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World's Record for Altitude Is 
Broken by Walter Brookins 
in Wright Machine 


HIGH OVER THE OCEAN, 
HIS ENGINE STOPPED 


And He Was Forced to Make 
a Daring Circling Glide to 
Beach to Save Himself From 


Diving Into Sea—Brookins |

Atlantic City, N. J., July 9.—Wal- 
ter Brookins, in a Wright bi-plane, 
broke the world’s altitude record.this 
evening when he attained a height of 
6.175 feet. He used his last drop of 
gasoline at his hightest altitude and 
was still climbing when his engine 
missed explosions. . i 

The daring aviator brought his ma- 
chine back to leve] to get the last 
drop of fuel out of the storage tank 
to reach the line of vision of engi- 


neers on the heach. 
Cireling Glide to Escape Sea. 

Reaching the imaginary line, Brook- 
ins started to glide to earth, and his 
engine stopped entirely when he was 
at 5,600 feet and still over the ocean. 
His cireuling glide to the beach, 
which the crowd believed to be a bit 
of fancy, flying was done to save him- 
self from diving into the sea. 

Brookins was ready to collapse 
when he reached the ground, and did 
not tell ~* »te nlight in the air until 
midnight J..er he had pardy recover- 
ed. 

Officials at midnight gave 6,175 
feet, leaving but 25 feet' difference. 

It is expecteq that the record will 
stand“without protest. 

Wins $5,000 Prize. | 

By his feat today Brookins wins 
the 5,000’prize offered by the Atlen- 
tic City aero club for breaking the 
world’s record unless a higher alti- 
tude is reached here before the end 
of the present meet. 

Brookins spent exactly one hour, 
two mintues, 36 15-100 seconds in the 
air, according to the official timing 
of Chairman Henry H. Neely, and re- 
colder Augustus Post, of the contest 
committee of the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica. 

Brookins, after waiting all day for 
the brisk southerly wind to die out, 
made a practice spin of a little over 
15 minutes, reaching an altitude of 
1,900 feet. His final start was made 
at 6:08 o’clock with the weather abso- 
lutely clear and much of the force of 
the wind gone tin lower altitudes. 

Over Ocenn and City. 

His rise was made from alongside 
one of the ocean piers. He pointed his 
machine to the west and then swung 
out over the Ocean where he started 
his spiral fight over ocean and city. 

News that Brookins was really at- 
tempting to break the altitude record 
reached the hotels and city people, 
and when he had reached a height of 
1,570 feet the greater part of the pop- 
ulation of the city was on the beach. 
IT. is calculated that nearly 100,000 
people watched the flight and cheered 
Brookins when he descendeqg at 7:11

SPEAKS IN COBB 


FOR JOE BROWN 
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Bibb Salesman PraclcallyAn- 
nounces His Own Candidacy 
Two Years Hence 


“PURCHASE OF TERMINALS 
OPTIONAL WITH GOVERKOR” 


Mr. Hall Also Favors Plan of 
Governor Brown to Reduce 
Railroad Commission and 
His Criticism of the New 
Registration Law — Large 


Gathering of Voters Present. |

Marietta, Ga. July 9.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb. made a 
characteristic speech before a large 
gathering of Cobb county voters in 
the courthouse at Marietta tonight, 
and gave his hearty indorsement to the 
administration of Governor Brown. 

Mr. Hall also practically announced 
his own candidacy for the office of 
governor two years hence. He said 
all the good things the Hoke 
administration did were measures 
originated by him and things for which 
he had fought since 1898. He said 
he had been denied credit for his work, 
and that it was an outrageous injus- 
tice. 

The action of Governor Brown in 
regard to the purchase of land near 
Chattanooga, Tenn., for terminals og 
the state road; his criticism of the new 
registration law; his plan of paying 
in a 
lump sum in advance instead of quar- 
terly, and the reduction of the rail- 
road commission to’ three members 
were all approved most thoroughly by 
Mr. Hall. 

Optional With Governor. 


“The Atlanta Journal has not been 
fair to Governor Brown in this 4dis- 
cussion about those terminals.” said 
Mr. Hall. “I was one of those who 
wanted to make the act we passed 
mandatory and to requiré him to pur- 
chase that land, leaving him no dis- 
cretion in the matter. The senate in- 
sisted, however, that it should be left 
optional with the governor, and the 
bill was passed in that shape. He did 
not purchase the land we had in mind 
and I am inclined now to believe he 
did right.” 

During Mr. Hall's spee®h he was per- 
sistently interrupted by two Hoke 
Smith supporters. Repeatedly Mr. Hall 
answered his questioners. Finally he 
became irritated at the insistence of 
one questioner who continued to ask, 
“What about the state road terminals?’ 

“T haven't got time to borat that 
into your head, my friend,” said Mr. 
Hall, “but I think every intelligent 
man in the house understands it.” 
This effective sally was greeted with 
a roar. 

During the speech a man in the win- 
dow spoke up several times with “Hur- 
rah for Hoke.” 

Your Last Chance to Cheer. 

“You had better cheer for him. 
the last chance you'll get,” said 
gentleman from Bibb. 

“Why don't Joe Brown make a 
speech?’ the second Smith man asked. 

“He don’t have to make a speech.” 
shot back Mr. Hall's reply. “He can 
beat Hoke without it.” (Great ap- 
plause. ) 

The persistent interruptions of Mr. 
Hall was the occasion of a street fight 
following the meeting. Tip Rogers, 
a Brown man, accosted Lon Blair, a 
Smith man, as the latter was leaving 
the courthouse and charged him with 
having acted discourteously toward a 
distinguished visitor. 

Mr. Blair resented the remark and 
the two gentlemen mixed it up a bit 
in the middle of the sidewalk. They 
were separated before many blows 
were passed or much harm was done, 
and served with a copy of charges 
to appear before Mayor Herbert Clay. 


Mr. Hall Introduced. 


The meeting was called to order by 
E. P. Dobbs, formerly senator from 
the thirty-fifth district and former 
mayor of Marietta. He introduced 8. 
A. Anderson, who, in turn, introduced 
Mr. Hall to the audience. The Gem 
City band furnished the music fur the 
occasion. 

Mr. Anderson presented Mr. Hall ag 
one of the strongest men Georgia had 
ever produced; a man of big intellect.

Senator Withdraws Promise to 
Speak for Patterson and Will

FRIENDS OE SENATOR

They Told Taylor They Would 
Not Hear Him in Defense of 
Governor Patterson, and the 
Senator Yielded--Taylor Says 
He Won’t Speak Where He 
Is Not Wanted. 


Washington July %.—Saying that he 
sees with dismay that the democracy 
of Tennessee is rushing madly to de- 
struction through its bitter dissen- 
sions, Senator Robert L. Taylor today 
gave out a statement withdrawing his 
promise to stump the state in the in- 
terests of Governor M. R. Patterson's 
machine judiciary ticket. The sena- 
tor says his action is taken because 
he cannot infilct his advice where it 
is rejected in advance, 

Had Agreed te Speak for Patterson. 

Senator Taylor had agreed to speak 
in behalf of Governor Patterson and 
his judiciary ticket. This announce- 
ment aroused a storm of protest from 
friends of the senator, who said they 
did not care to hear him on that sub- 
ject. Governor Patterson’s pardon of 
Colonel Duncan B. Cooper, who was 
convicted with his son, Robin Cooper, 
of the murder of former Senator E. 
W. Carmack. is one of the causes of 
the factional trouble In the democ- 
racy of the state. Senator Taylor 
made his statement upon the eve of 
leaving Washington for a western lec- 
ture tour. 

What Senator Taylor Says. 

It follows: 

“I have seen with dismay and sor- 
row that the democracy of Tennessee 
is rushing madly to. destruction 
through its bitter dissensions, and my 
impulse was to fly to its rescue and 
by persuasion and entreaty induce 
democrats. if I could, to waive their 
passions and differences and reunite 
against their old-time enemy, but 1! 
have been convinced by most over- 


men of all persuasions all over Ten- 
nessee that my services in that role 
are not wanted, and that instead of 
accomplishing good, I would add fue!

AGENTS OF MONOPOLIES 
MUST LEAVE CONGRESS 


Bristow Says the Giant Trusts 
Have Representatives in Con- 
gress, and That These Agents 
Fixed the Tariff to Suit Their 
Employers-~-Insurgents’ Hope 
in the People. 


Winfield, Kan., July §.—Asserting that 
the fight of the “progressives” had only 
just begun, United States Senator Jo- 
seph LL. Bristow, of Salina, this after- 
noon, delivered his first public utter- 
ance since Saturday last, when, with 
Representatives Murdock and Madison, 
also “insurgents,” he journeyed to 
Oyster Bay and held a three-hours’ 
conference with Theodore Roosevelt. 

Great Progress Made. 

“The house progressives,” the sena- 
tor said, “have made great progress. 
They have practically overthrown the 


domination of Cannon and the coterie | 


of men who surrounded him, but the 
great work Is but fairly begun.” 

Senator Bristow's speech was deliv- 
ered at the Winfield Chautauqua. He 
analyzed the tariff and sketched the 
work of the “progressive” republicans 
in amending the railroad bill. There 
never had been a time in American 
history, he said, when greater re- 
sponsibility rested on the aVerage citi- 
zen than today. The country had never 
faced problems more perplexing. The 
fundamental question to be determin- 
ed, he asserted, was whether this gov- 
ernment be administered in the Inter- 
est of the average man or for the 
benefit of special privilege. 

Meonepoly Agents in Congress. 

“The gigantic monopolies of this 
day,.”’ he said, “have representatives in 
the halls of cengress whose sole puy- 
pose is to protect their interest and 
to keep open the opportunity they now 
have to plunder the American public, 
This was forctbly demonstrated in the 
tariff’ fight a year ago. ‘ 

“The republican party in its natione) 
convention declared for a revision of 
the tariff, maintain'ng the principle of 
protection, and further tated that 
duties ghould be based upon the differ- 
ence in the cost of production at home 
and abroad, plus a reasonable profii 
to the home manufacturer. 

‘I’pon that platform the party won 
the fight and I believe nine-tenths of 
the republicans throughout the land 
expected the pledge to be carried out 
in good faith.

While it is thought that there is 
little possibility of any of Atlanta's

Mayor Says if Gov. Harmon

Newark, Ohio, July 9.—With the 
town quieted frim yesterday’s frenzy 
that ended in thé lynching of Car! 
Etherington, “dry” detective, the ¢éity 
authorities tonight are making prep- 
arations for the aftermath. 

Mayor Herbert Atherton announced 
that if the Anti-Saloon League sent 
another raiding party here he would de- 
clare martial law and cal] upon Gov- 
ernor Harmon for troops. 

“If Harmon attempts to retfnhove me 
I will fight him to the last ditch,” de- 
clared Mayor Atherton. 

Judge C. M. Seward, of the .common 
pleas court, stated tonight that he 
might call a special grand jury Mon- 
day to investigate the lynching. 

42 Drinking Places Closed. 

The mayor tonight ordered 42 ‘soft 
drink’’ places closed until after order 
is restored. 

It is declared now that three fne- 
groes led fhe lynching party. The 
three colored men have left town, it 
is said. Others implicated left when 
it became known that Governor Har- 
mon is returning to Ohio to investi- 
gate. 

It developed tonight that lats night's 
mob waé after two prisoners, instead 
of one. Frank Ame, an Italian charged 
with assaulting an iron moulder, was 
the other intended victim.

Statement Made byJudge 
John Hart. 


Candidate for Governor Does 


Not Expect to Win Peace by 
Fighting---He Will Make Few 
Speeches During Campaign. 
Explains His Position. 


Judge Hart’s campaign for the goyr- 
ernorship will be peaceable. He does 
not propose to win peace by fighting. 
He has announced his platform and it 
ig the only platform on which he ex- 
pects or will consent to make tbe 


race. 

If there are enough people in Geor- 
gia who want peace, to elect him, be 
éxpects to win. If the people of the 
state want a continuation of factional 
strife, he expects to lose. He will not 
seek the governorship on any ground 
Or on any issue than the plain one of 
bringing about a cessation of hostili- 
ties. 

For this reason Judge Hart has 
practically decided that he will make 
few speeches during the campaign; and 
he will certainly do nothing willingly 
to inject bitterness or discord into the 
situation. He is not satisfied that a 
majority ofethe people in Georgia 
want peace, but he says his campaign 
has not fallen entirely on deaf ears. 

Judge Hart’s Statement. 

In a statement given out SatuMay, 
Judge Hart says: 

“There is nothing to give out in 
detail relative to my announcement 
for governor. 

“As I anticipated, the announcement 
was construed by the Smith faction as 
in the interest of Brown, and by the 
Brown faction as in the interest of 
Smith. Both sides now see and accept 
the plain truth that the announce- 
men was in the interest of ~neither 
Brown nor Smith, but was in opposi- 
tion to both Brown and Smith. 

“IT would have filed no protest to the 
candidacy of either of these gentle- 
men, but thought it my duty to op- 
pose the candidacy of both.

BE. H. Walker, candidate for gov- 
ernor on the “Do Things” platform, 
while embodying in his platform the 
idea of doing away with mud-slinging 
and personal animosities, believes that 
there is a possibility of the race be 
coming too tame.

From Raymond and Other 
Americus Orchards 225

Although Americus is situated in the 
very heart of the great peach-growing 
district of Georgia, and in fact only six 
miles from one of the finest orchards 
anown, that of the Raymond Orchard 
Company, there are hundreds who have 
never seen the manner in which the 
fruit is gathered and prepared for the 
market, and a vigit to the orchard re- 
ferred to would prove of inestimable 
value to them.

The orchard 
is planted in peach, pear and plum 
trees of the neg | commercial varieties, 
which ripen in rdtation, are good ship- 
pers and possess the necessary color 
and flavor to command the tastes of 
the discriminating public. 

The Raymond Orchard Company 
have to date shipped twenty-six oars 
of fruit, mostly Carmen peaches. They 
have the distinction of realizing the 
highest price paid-for any one car of 
peaches thig season, the groys amount 

of the car being $1,264.75. 

From the Raymond and other 
orchards near Americus a total of 200 
or 225 carloads of peaches will be 
shipped this season, and growers are 
delighted with results.

COMPETENT ENGINEER NECESSARY 
TO THE SECURING OF GOOD ROADS 


“Get a competent engineer.” 

This ts the first and greatest of all 
roadbuilding commandments, says Joel 
Hurt. He was talking in that terse, 
Snappy, forceful way which is charac- 
teristic of him about the campaign now 
being conducted by The Constitution 
@nd other papers for state-wide im- 
provement of the public highways. 

Mr. Hurt has bé@éen engaged in large 
eonstruction -projects ever since, as a 
yéung engineer, he worked with local 
parties on southern and western rail- 
roads. He has been one of Atlanta’s 
foremost men in important enterprises 
for years. He unified and electrified 
the city’s old street railways, erected 
the first modern ‘office building here, 
the Equitable, nearly twenty years ago; 
initiated the change of grade which 
brought about the development of 
Fdgewood avenue, projected Druid 
Hills and has large and varied financia’ 
interests. He hag built steam railways, 
street railways, and public highways 
and, therefore, speaks as one having 
experience and authority when he 
Says: 

A Great Saving. 

“The state should have a highway 
engineer with necessary assistants to 
advise and aid the counties in laying 
out and constructing a comprehensive 
system of permanent roads. Such a dé- 
partment would save the people of 
Georgia a miilion dollars in ten years. 
Any county could cal) on the state en- 
gineer. He would go and make a re- 
connoissance, send his assistants there, 
have the surveys made and furnish 
locations which would save every 
county that hag not employed an en- 
gineer thousands of dollars. We have 
in Georgia more than 80,000 miles of 
public roads. The average is 575 miles 
to the county. Some have nearly 1,000 
miles. It will take them from fifteen 
to fifty years at the present rate of 
progress to complete their road sys- 
tems. It wil' cost them on an average 
more than $275,000 to build their roads. 
Some of the larger counties have al- 
ready spent from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 
in building permanent roadg and they 
are not half through. 

“The taxpayer has to foot the bills. 
If be can spend $10,000 to $15,000 a 
year and save $100,000, it will be good 
business for him to do it. If by spend- 
ing $100, a man can save $1,000, he is 
foolish not to do it. No manager 
of a private business would think of 
permitting such a waste as our coun- 
ties suffer in their road construction. 
No private business could stand it, but 
the public !g supposed to ‘pay, pay, 
pay. as Kipling puts it, and not kick. 

“I would get the best engineer avail- 
able, one who has had practical road- 
bui.ding experience. The state auto- 
mobile license fees will maintain the 
department. 

Trail of a Deer. 

“Give him authority to locate roads 
according to his best judgment. Don't 
run a road over a hill if you can go 
around it. The distance around a bal) 
Or an Orange is no greater than right 
over it. Did you ever notice a deer’s 
trail in the hills of mountains? A 
deer does not go straight up a hill, but 
he circles around it. The deer has 
sense. That reminds me of the story 
of the fellow who was urging a farmer 
to feed his hogs ground, or soft stuff, 
arguing that it wou'd be digested in 
one-third the time required for hard 
grain, and the farmer wanted to know 
what the hog'’s time was worth. 

A deer’s time may not be worth 
much to him, but the point is that it 
does not take any longer to go around 
a hill than over it, and it is much 
easier to go around. 

, “Of course, a hill can be cut down, 

but where that can be avoided, it saves 

money. Many times, a relocation will 

reduce a grade from 20 per cent to 5. 
A Commen Mistake. 

“A mistake was made in laying out 
roads originally by following land lot 
or property lines. These lines carry the 
roads uphill and down, and when deep 
cuts are made, property is marred. 
Straight roads are not interesting. They 
grow menotonous. Easy curves,bringing 
into view new changes of scenery, are 
far more attractive, ahd enhance the 
value of the land. | am going tv

“Usually, it Is cheaper to buy the 
land for a new location than to move 
1,000 yards of dirt. 

‘In this part of the state we need 
metaled rock surfaces for the heavy 
traffic. Unfortunately, we have not the 
best rock for macadam roads. While 
in New York state, ¢ecently, I picked 
up samples of the trap rock they are 
using on their roads. That rock rings 
when you strike it with a hammer. I 
intended to bring some of it to The 
Constitution, but it was mislaid. Trap 
has strong bonding properties, and 
makes a compact surface. Seeing the 
necessity years ago for a binder for 
our rock, I experimented with clay, and 
found it to be quite efficient. It is now 
generally used.” 

Favors Bonds. 

Asked for his opinion as to the 
benefit to the state of a complete sys- 
tem of improved roads, Mr. Hurt re- 
plied: 

“Such a system extending all over 
Georgia would add millions to the 
state’s wealth. The papers which are 
operating in this educational movement 
are doing a grand upbuilding work, be- 
cause development will follow as fast 
as roads are improved. 

“It would be a good investment for 
the counties to issue bonds and hasten 
the work. Let future generations help 
to pay for it. Old David Harum used 
to say that fleas were.good for dogs— 
kept ‘em from forgetting that they 
were dogs. Bonds would keep the on- 
comin generation from forgetting 
that they must hustle some them- 
selves.”’

On the con- 
trary you can hardly walk down the 
street withont passing some prosper- 
ous looking individual, who, everyone 
knows, made a bunch of money out of 
Atlanta real estate.

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TRUSTS TO FALL 


BEFORE WOMEN 


So DeclaresWoman Can- 
didate for Governor. 


Mrs. Ricker Says Women Are 
Implacable Foes of Combines, 
and Asserts Trusts Will Be 
Smashed When Women Get 
the Ballot. 


Concord, N. H., July 9.—(Special.)— 
“Within ten years women will be can- 
didates for governor of twenty states.” 

This statement was made today by 
Mrs. Marilla M. Ricker, of Dover, law- 
yer, and the first woman in New 
Hampshire to engage actively in poli- 
tics. Mrs. Ricker is a candidate for 
governor of New Hampshire. Although 
she has not yet made official declara- 
tion of her candidacy under the direct 
primary law, yet she has given noti- 
fication that she will do so, running for 
office upon the republican ticket. 

Mrs. Ricker is one of the most ar- 
dent woman suffragists in New Hamp- 
shire. Her attitude is one of reform, 
and, while she does not predict that 
she will be elected, nevertheless she 
gays that within a few years women 
will stand as much show as men in 
the battle of the ballot. 

Women Showtng Their Fitness. 

“Women are showing their fitness 
for the vote, and it will only be a 
short time until everyone must admit 
that they are fit to hold responsible 
office,” said Mrs. Ricker. 

“The movement is slow. It has made 
greater headway in the west than in 
the east, but the light is surely dawn- 
ing. The women of Colorado and other 
western states are certainly in line 
for the thanks of their sisters. They 
have blazed the way for freedom of 
women. They have been doing more 
than even they realize at this time. As 
in all great movements, the early work 
im suffrage is overlooked in view of 
importance of the result. 

“It is a matter of common knowledge 
that the trusts have played a very im- 
portant part in politics in the last few 
years. The parties who have done most 
to curb the trusts deserve the esteem 
of the people. Although the attitude of 
suffragists toward the big monopolies 
has not been widely advertised, it 
might be guessed that the trusts are 
not looked upon by women with 
friendly eyes. 

Women Want Low Prices. 

"Women do most of the buying in 
this world.. They purchase clothing, 
household supplies and numberless 
other articles. Under the category 
falls about every possible household 
commodity. 

“Now, the women want cheap prices, 
and they know that, with the trusts in 
control, prices are going to be as high 
as possible. When suffrage is in effect 
all over the United States, and when 
women are candidates for every office 
upon the ticket, the trusts will find 
they have a more implacable foe than 
either the democrats or the repub- 
licans. 

“I do not believe that the trust ques- 
tion can be handled by any other party 
save the suffragists. The big combines 
have notoriously contributed great 
sums of money for political purposes, 
and this has given them a hold which 
cannot be shaken off lightly. The so- 
lution of the trust question, in my 
mind, is suffrage for all women. 

“Within ten years suffrage will be 
in the United States, and 
women will be candidates for 
governors of that many states. I dare 
say that within twenty years it will 
be common to get women to be candi- 
dates for office in the United States. 
How long we must wait before women 
are placed in the legislature of the na- 
tion, I don’t know. I hope it is not so 
long as some predict now.”

Fresno, Cal.. July 9.—The forest fires 
which have been raging in the Sierras 
near the General Grant National park, 
entered the‘ forest of the giant se- 
late this afternoon, according 
to a report received here tonight from 
Three Rivers. The flames are still un- 
checked, despite the efforts of more 
than 150 men who have been fighting 
them. 

The giant forest is located on the 
forest line between Fresno and Tulaz 
counties.

“Golf offers ‘an excellent cpportunity 
to any ona with plenty of time and

“Tl laughingly told my friends I 
would cértainly live to be an hundred 
years old, and some of them suggested 
that I meet Dr. Wu, who said he would 
come back to America in 1839.” 

Mr. Rockefeller was asked to give 
his views upon the old-time topic. 
“Chances for American boys.” 

Advice to Boys. 

The multi-millionafire exponent of 
golf held up a deprecating hand, say- 
ing that he had already discussed the 
subject, but after some persuasion, he 
resumed: 

“Business and financial condftions of- 
fer the same opportunities for bright. 
ambitious and energetic boys, as were 
open to them thirty, forty and 
years ago, but for :one, I am giaéd 
there are no prescribed rules that 
would allow everybody to become a 
millionaire. A great fortune has its 
duties, and it imposes a burden not 
realized upon him who has it to bear. 
The average man or woman does not 
realize the tremendous mora! effect of 
wealth. The young man who attends 
to his spiritual duties, who accounts 
for every penny he earns and spends, 
who works hard and who takes ad- 
Vantage of every opportunity that 
presents itself is sure to get along. 

“However, the boy who would -suc- 
ceed should not be continously finding 
fault with his position and his em- 
ployers. He should always be economl- 
cal and keep account of the pennies 
be spends as well as the dollars: he 
should attend his church and Sunday 
school classes, regularly, for that will 
keep his mind clean and keep him out 
of bad companionship; he must not 
smoke nor drink nor contract any 
ether vices which ruin the health and 
diminish the purse, 

“Religion and education are coming 
to play a more important part in our 
business and social life than formerly. 
We have passed through an area 
which might be termed ‘the awaken- 
ing.” Let the young men select the 
work which is the most congenial, bu! 
let it be something clean and honor- 
able: let them forget riches and set a 
worthier goal than money. Aim at 
the goal of perfection in spiritual, 
social and business life. That's it.” 

And Mr. Rockefeller rubbed his 
hands together at the happy combina- 
tion of ideals, and signified that the 
interview was over.

TREBUKE TO TAFT 
CWEN BY DIA 


Because of American At- 
titude in Nicaragua. 


Diaz Writes Taft, Urging That 
Taft Reconsider Instructions 
of Which Nicaragua Com- 
plains---Taft Says That Diaz 
Has Received Erroneous In- 


formation. 


Washington, July 9.—The attitude of 
the Mexican government toward the 
Madriz cause in Nicaragua and the 
light im which President Taft views 
Central American affairs were made 
plain today when the text of the cor- 
respondence which recently passed be- 
tween President Diaz and President 
Taft on the subject became public. 

This correspondence took place sev- 
eral weeks ago, but further than bare 
statements about the exchange and its 
purport, the state department had 
nothing to say about it. The letters 
were printed in Spanish, in Mexico 
City, and were translated here ay. 

Dias Urges Reconsideration, 


President Diaz wrote to President 
Taft, as the result of the circular 
telegram Madriz sent to Central Amer- 
ican governments protesting against 
the attitude of the United States in 
Nicaragua. 

“If these facts are exact in all de- 
tails,” President Diaz said after refer- 
ring to Madriz’s protest, “I permit my- 
self in the most friendly spirit to 
recommend most earnestly to your ex- 
cellency that, inspired once more by 
that high spirit of justice which has 
always marked the sxovernment of the 
United States of America, you would 
reconsider those instructions of which 
Nicaragua complains, to the end of 
permitting the government of Madriz 
within:a prudently brief period to ac- 
complish that complete pacification 
which is offered, since a prolongation 
of a state of war in that country might 
perhaps harm all of Central America. 
If your excellency believes that my 
good offices may prove useful in any 
manner for the pacification of Nica- 
ragua, I shall be always disposed to 
exercise them.” 

Taft to Dias. 

President Taft in reply sent Diaz 
the text of the report which Secretary 
Knox had sent to Madriz himseif 
through Consu! Olivares. This already 
has been published. In addition, 
President Taft spoke of conditions in 
Nicaragua as deplorable. He said: 

“I esteem your excellency’s friendly 
interest in the relation of the United 
States with Nicaragua, which is at 
present in a deplorable condition and 
the well-being of which, as well as 
that of the other republics of Central 
America, the government of the United 
States and ihe government of Mexico 
did so much to promote during the 
period of the Washington convention. 

“As your excellency will have sur- 
mised, the telegram which Dr. Madriz 
ordered sent to you, as well as tele- 
grams similar to this sent to a large 
number of other governments in which 
the continuation of the struggle in 
Nicaragua is attributed to the policy 
of the United States, has evidently 
been transmitted under erroneous iIn- 
formation with respect to the actual 
fact and the principles of internation- 
al law applicable to the case. 

“As to the statements made in the 
information, I communicate the text 
of a declaration which the secret 
state has ordered to be delivered to 
Dr. Madriz, through the American con- 
sul.at Managua, as well as to the 
Estrada faction, through the consul at 
Bluefields.”

Dallas, Texas, July 9.—Three ef the 
largest general -fire insurance agencies 
in Texas, with headquarters in Dallas, 
today announced that their companies 
will suspend writing business upon ail 
classes upon which the state fire rating 
board recently ordered the rates re- 
duced, such suspension to continue at 
least until the legislature shall take 
further action in respect to the rating 
board. According to a prominent in- 
surance agent, thig practically sus- 
pends all fire inswrance business in 
Texas except as to certain classes of 
town dwellings, country dwellings and 
barns, churches and some public bulld- 
ings. It is understood that a number 
of the Insurance companies have com- 
plete'y suspended business in Texas. 

The legislature has been called to 
meet in special session July 19 to deal 
with the Insurance muddle among other 
things. In the meantime the state fire 
rating board has ordered sweeping re- 
ductions in rates.

At a meeting held in the rooms of 
Mrs. Robert J. Lowry, chairman of 
the Georgia committee of the woman's 
department of the Appalachian expo- 
sition, Friday morning, reports indicat- 
ed that the committees appointed to 
arrange an exhibit on the part of 
Georgia women at the exposition have, 
through their chairman, wel] organized 
their plans’of work. 

Mrs. Lowry has been fortunate in 
securing as chairmen of her princi- 
pal committees women who have been 
valiant workers among the very wom- 
en whom it is the purpose of the ex- 
position to reach, and women who have 
rendered valuable service to their 
state and section in many ways. Their 
work for the Appalachian exposition 
will, therefore, not be experimentai. 
but according to methods tried. Mrs. 
J. Osgood Wynn, chairman of arts and 
crafts, is also chairman of arts and 
crafts of the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, and for several years 
has encouraged work along these lines 
among the women of the state. Last 
year she arran&ed an exhibition of arts 
and crafts at the Atlanta Woman's 
Club, which would have been a treas- 
ured exhibit at an exposition anywhere, 
and which she will, in a degree, dupll- 
cate in the  projosed exhipit' =in 
Tennessee. Her assistant, Mrs. Julian 
Harris, who has been a student of art 
ir. Boston and New York under. the 
best masters, has studied the needs 
of the women of Gorgia under the 
head of arts tnd crafts, and during 
the past winter arranged an exhibit 
at the club. On this occasion she in- 
troduced to her audience Mr. Fred J. 
Orr, of the University of Georgia, who 
has charge of the department of crafts 
at the university, and he congratulatc - 
ed, through Mrs. Harris, the women 
of the state on their cooperation in 
that phase of education in Georgia. 

Mrs. W. E. Stockbridge, who is an 
active member of the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Clubs, is chairman of the com- 
mittee on agriculture, assisted by Mrs. 
Charlies J. Haden and Mrs. Evelyn Har- 
ris. She is a student of agriculture 
scientifically and practically. 

“IT am the daughter of a farmer: 
my husband has been a farmer, and I 
love all that pertains to the farm.” 
said Mrs. Stockbridge, in accepting the 
responsibility of the agricultural com- 
mittee. ‘I.have seen the women cf 
Japan and China in their agricultural 
pursuits; I am familiar with that of 
the women of Great Britain and the 
continent, and I fee] that In the women 
of the Appalachian region we. have 
talent and material which. if reached 
and developed, will add a new force 
to the agricultural] life of the section.” 

Mrs. Charlies J. Haden, one of the 
vice chairmen of Mrs. Stockbridgo’s 
committee, is chairman of the agricul- 
tural committee of the Georgia Feder- 
ation and is a member of the commit- 
tee now so vigorously pushing the 
bill to appropriate $5.000 for the teach- 
ing of domestic science to women un- 
Ger the extensi-e work of the Agricul- 
tural College of Georgia. Mrs. Eve- 


lyn Harris is deaply tuteres‘ed in this 
important work, and will render val- 
‘uable assistance to the committee. 

Mrs, Fannie Lowry Porter, who has 
been appointed chairman of the com- 
‘mittee on household economics an 
domestic science, has had recent experi- 
ence in organized effort among wom- 
en, since she was one of the most ac- 
tive members on the woman’s board 
of the St. Louis exposition and there 
carefully studied the achievement of 
women along many lines. 

To Show Model Farm Kitchen. 

Mrs. Edward H. Barnes, vice chair- 
man of the committee of household 
economics and domestic science, of 
which Mrs. Fannie Lowry Porter is 
chairman, has with Mrs. Porter 
planned a most interesting exhibit for 
the Georgia committee. 

*T consider no feature of the expo- 
Sition can bring about more practica! 
resultg than that which can be worked 
out in time through this especial com- 
mittee, for at present, ajJl through the 
central south there is a movemnt io 
elevate the standards of woman's work, 
especially among the women of the 
rural communities who are cut off 
from the household facilities which are 
more readily discovered and applied 
by the women of the towns,” said Mrs. 
Barnes, when asked what her commit: 
tee would present in the way of an 
exhibit. 

“The scope of household economics 
and domestic science is so broad that 
an exhibit to exploit, even partially, 
all that comes under the head, would 
be an exposition in itself, so all we 
can hope to do in the beginning is to 
lllustrate one phase, and do that in 
epitomized form. Mrs. Porter and the 
members of our committee wil] pre- 
sent a model farm kitchen this year, 
and as the ten years of the exposition 
will bring on more inspiration each 
year, we can systematically work 
through annual exhibits and gradually 
develop the varicus phases of the 
broad subject.

“It is our idea to make this kitchen 
within the reach of every possessor of 
@ modest farm. The furnishings will 
carry out the arts and crafts idea.

She 
finds in* his political career an inter- 
est scarcely less absorbing than ig her 
care for her family, one of the most 
interesting in Washington. 

Mrs. La Follette is as close a stu- 
dent of politics as “Little Bob”. him- 
self, and is also a clever writer. Mrs. 
La Follette is one of the strongest 
advocates of equal suffrage to be 
found among congressional women, 
and, as becomes the wife of the fore- 
most senatorial radical, she is like- 
wise somewhat radical in her views 
of the futyre of the woman movement. 

The La Follette home, a roomy resi- 
dence on Wyoming avenue, is a ren- 
dezvous for all the family friends, of 
whom the clever westerners have a 
great number. The eldest daughter of 
the family, Miss Fola La Follette, 
blond and pretty, is likewise an ardent 
woman suffragist. 

Another charming western woman. 
likewise the wife of an insurgent 
leader, is Mrs. Victor Murdock, wife 
of the young Kansan who is generally 
recognized as one of the most irre- 
concilable of all the party insurgentors 
in the house of representatives. Mrs. 
Murdock never fails to attract atten- 
tion in any gathering. 

Mrs. Murdock is fond of music and 
is a talented amateur performer. Her 
rarely sympathetic personality has 
won her many friends, and one of the 
most admiring of them declares that 
Mrs. Murdock is the confidanté of half 
Washington. Her friends tell her of 
all their bits of good fortune, and like-

The rain and the heat and the diffi- 
culty of getting about even in auto- 
mobiles in no way limiting the 
work being put in by a-group of At- 
lanta women interested in the estab- 
lishment of a woman’s exchange. The 
amovement is under leadership of Mrs. 
Thomas B. Felder, and will be launch- 
.ed@ through an entertainment—an all- 
day picnic—which will. be given at 
Ponce de Leon Saturday, July 29. 

The proceeds of this entertainment, 
it is hoped, will be sufficient to move 
the exchange from where it now is, in 
the Emery-Steiner building, to larger 
"quarters, so that the work may be 
extended to meet the demand there is 
in Atlanta for a larger exchange. 

Mrs. Felder is being assisted by Mrs. 

Robert J. Lowry, who has been a 
‘potent factor in aiding in the move- 
ment, and by a large committee of At- 
lanta’s active women. 

“It seems useless to stress the neces- 
“sity of a woman's exchange, in At- 
lanta, for, beside the medium it affords 
to the industrious woman who must 
-Ynave a place through which to dispose 
of’ her wares, it will meet, when oper- 
ated on a larger plan, the needs of the 
Atlanta housekeeper,” said Mrs. Fel- 
der, in discussing the proposed enter- 

tainment.

@ moment's notice, may be secured 
breads, cakes, salads, desserts, sand- 
wiches, and all the little things, that 
even the best housekeeper cannot have 
on hand at ail times, and cannot have 
prepared conveniently just when she 
meeds therm.

“In. order that this important 
“partment may be operated on the 
the highest plane, a committee will 
pass upon the applicants to supply the 
exchange, and only the best of every- 
“thing will be handled by the exchange.

Look at*some sample appeals: Two 
orphans. Their noble widowed aunt 
has been keeping a rooming houge. 
She had but very little income. Cheerily 
she said: “I have my own five father- 
less ones, and very often we don't 
know where our next meal is coming 
from, but I hate to give up my nieces, 
who are as dear to, me as my own. 
Prices are such I just can’t go any 
further.” 

A man in Wesley Hospital, partially 
paralyzed from his waist down. He 
was penniless. He said: “My wife 
died a month ago. I have no one abie 
to care for my three little girls, two, 
four and six years old. WHll you not 
help them?” 

A lady from Augusta writes, beg- 
ging us to take an absolutely destitute 


orphan girl, whose grandmother ad- 
mits that she is crue] to her. 

A young man with consumption, or- 
dered to Colorado, said: ‘Please take 
care of my little elght-year-old brother, 
fatherlesg and motherlesa, until I can 
get a start out there.” 

A poor, deserted mother pleaded pite- 
ously for the home to take her two- 
months-old baby. Circumstances forced 
her even to allow it to be adopted 
out. 

From Athens came an earnest appeal 
to take three little ones from an in- 
Sane mother, who had 
them. The father was over 75 years 
of age and unable to keep them. The 
filth and poverty was beyond descrip- 
tion. 

From Cobb county five little ones 
came who had to be taken from their 
worthless father.

“Tl want it made clear, to me what 
the women of Georgia asked fn the bill 
for an appropriation of $5,000 for ag- 
ricultural extension work,” said Mrs. | 
A. B. Steele to an interested woman | 
worker for the rural women. 

“Tl have been out of Georgia a great 
deal this winter, and I have not kept 
up fully with the. activities of our 
useful women, -but I heard that a bill 
was being pushed through which, if 
passed, would give the women of 


| white plague which had laid 


to learn more about cooking and good 
house-keeping. and those occupations 
which all home-makers should know. 
It appealed to me to be most timely, 
because in the present national move- 
ment to work out the scourge of the 
its hands 
upon our people as well as others, one 
of the first principles of prevention 
taught, is to nourish the patient upon 
properly prepared food. It seemed to 
me, the Bill as proposed, meant more, 
therefore, than helping our women

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in equipping them to help in the health 
conservation movement.” 
A Brief Summary. 

of literature was at once 
handed to Mrs. Steele, but she pleaded: 
“T haven't time to read this now; there 
is no time to lose; tell me in a few 
words what the bill stands for.” 

“In simple words, it stands fora 
movement by which the women of 
Jeorgia are to be taught primarily 
about cooking,” she was told. 

It was briefly outlined to her that 
the women of Georgia seeing the tre- 
mendous good being done by the ex- 
tension of the Agricultural college of 
the University of Georgia, through 
itinerant schools, by which the univer- 
sity and its advantages were actually 
being brought to the people, rather 
than the people being brought to the 
university, began to realize that 
something at the same time and un- 
der the same head should be accom- 
plished for the women, who are the 
home-makers, and that education of 
this particular kind which did not 
reach every individual in agricultural 
life was still a system incomplete. 

With this idea in view and a desire 
at the same time to cooperate in the 
splendid work they saw being accom- 
plished by the Agricultural college, the 
active women of the state through the 
Georgia federation of women’s clubs 
(which represents the organized force 
of women in the state) asked Dr. An- 
drew M. Soule, president of the Agri- 
cultural college, to address them at 
their last meeting tn Elberton, Ga. Dr. 
Soule responded, and ‘in his address 
clearly set forth that through the 
home one of the strongest forces for 
agricuitural development could be op- 
erated. As women are still indispu- 
tably charged with the obligation of 
the home, the earnest women whom 
Dr. Soule addressed, determined ta 
help in some way through the home. 


Dr. Harris Pieads for Cooking. 

Subsequently at a meeting of rep- 
resentative women in Atlanta, Dr. H. 
F. Harris, of the State board of health, 
when asked to tell the women of Geor- 
gia how they could most effectually 
help the state board of health in the 
work they were doing, replied em- 
phatically: “Teach the women of the 
state how to cook.” Before the con- 
clusion of his address Dr. Harris’ 
words were in the nature of an appeal 
to the women to help. Ignorance of 
sanitation, of the common-sense laws 
of good living, but principally ignor- 
ance of good cooking, he stressed, was 
the cause of half the bad health in the 
state. 

“Establish some means by which the 
women of the more outlying. remote 
districts, those districts where disease 
is more prevalent, may learn some- 
thing more about food and how to pre- 
pare it, and you will be doing a great 
work,” declared Dr. Harris. 

With this stirring word from him 
and the interest in the matter operat- 
ing since the talk of Dr. Soule in El- 
berton, there were conferences among 
the women interested and Dr. Soule 
and others, and the result was the 
bill asking the $5.000 for extension 
work for women. 

“We believe,” 


A bunch 


the bill states, “that 
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domestic science, home science, nursing 
and other fundamental importance could 
and should be discussed at meetings 
arranged especially for women in con- 
junction with the itinerant schools. 
Since the schools will be organized 
anyway, the cost of advertising@ and 
including work of special interest to 
women should be comparatively slight 
—the benefits to be conferred are iu- 
calculable.”’ 

Who Would Direct Work. 

“Who would have the work. 
who will expend the money?”’ 
here asked. 

The work will be a part of the ex- 
tension work of the Agricultural col- 
lege, and the money will be expended 
by those in charge. of the extension 
work. 

“Then Tem sure, 
Georgia will pass

the lawmaFers of 
the bill, now that 
you have told me the particulars,”’ 
said Mrs. Steele. “The women of 
Georgia in organizations and as indi- 
viduals, must work for it. The wom- 
en of our agricultural life must be 
helped in the things which will make 
them better home-makers. They must 
have a square deal! 

The FEconomic Phases. 

“This small amount asked for—-$5 000 
for two years—to demonstrate the ben- 
efits that would accrue fromthe teach- 
ing of better housekeeping methods ‘n 
the rural districts would be of great 
financial benefit to the state. 

“Taking Dr. Harris as our authori- 
ty. the health conditions would: be 
vastly improved; better prepared food 
gives stronger bodies, the 
chance of tuberculosis and other dis- 
eases. 

“A state sanitarium for tuberculosis 
has recently gotten a much-needed ap- 
propriation of $50,000; it will, I note, 
take $2,000 a vear to support it, if 
only the number of patients for which 
accommodation has already been made 
are cared for. 

“This money must be provided by tax. 

“Now, here the gtate is taking care 
of a result,” argued Mrs. Steele. “Will 
it be unwilling to give a very small 
amount as one of the very best pre- 
ventative measures? 

“From this small appropriation the | 
far-reaching influence for good could | 
hardly be calculated in dollars and 
cents. In a few years the state would 
be burdened with very many less of dis- 
tressed and sick humanity that must 
be cared for at public expense; and 
from the very beginning the taxpa;- 
ers of the rural districts would be 
getting back individually and pefson- 
ally large returns as their share.” 


Mre. Steele's Work. 


Mrs. Steele has beena potent factor 
not only in the public. work in which 
the women have participated in the 
last fifteen years. but she has proved 
her public spiritedness in all move- 
ments making for the prosperity of 
the commonwealth.

There are other states where railroad 
enterprises and irrigation schemes are 
well under way, and altogther this 
supposedly dead part of India is 
springing to life. 

The Native States. 

Faw people realise the extent of the 
territory sti:! controlled by the Indian 
rajahs. They govern about half of al! 
Hindustan and more than one-fifth of 
the people. The native states are 
scattered al! over India from Kashmir 
end Nepal in the Himalayas to Mysore 
end others at the extreme southern 
end of the country. Rajputana takes 
@ great slice out of the heart of the 
peninsula, and Hyderabed, ruled by 
the Nizam, ig an immense state stil! 
further south. Altogether there are 
six or seven hundred of these states, 
containing a population of more than 
63.000 000 

These are a part of British India, 
en4 yet noi of it. The native princes 
and raja‘s are supposed by the com- 
mon peorle to have absolute rule, but 
they are all under the contro! of the 
British snd all have British advisers. 
The chiefs have no right to make 
War or peace or to send ambassadors 
to each other or to outside states. 
They are permitted to obtain ea limited 
military fcrce, their troops altogether 
amounting’ to a little over 90,000 men. 
It is previded that no Buropean shal! 
reside at any of their courts without 
tne sanctior of the British govern- 
ment, amd in case of outrageous mis- 
rulé, the British can come in and dic- 
tate what shal] be done. Some of the 
native states pay a tribute to the 
British, end others, I believe, have al- 
lowar.ces of various kinds to help 
them support thelr rank. 

“The Monkey on the Stick.” 

“Indeed, th rulers of most of these 
mative states are little more than the 
monkey On the stick, which is held by 
Johr bull He pulls the string and 
they dance as he wishes. If they will 
mot ovey he merely changes the mon- 
key,” said one of the highest officials 
of the Indian army to me the other 
day. 

“The power of the Viceroy of India 
Over the rajahs is beyond conception. 
Neariy every one of the native rulers 
has an army, and some of them have 
forces of weli-trained men fully equip- 
ped for active warfare. Nevertheless, 
we can depose them at wil!. When I 
first cante here We had a maharajah 
who was making a disturbance. He 
would not work with the government 
and was always kicking over the 
‘traces One day the viceroy seid to 
me: ‘Theat man is too much bother, I

I rode 
the prince from Peking to Hankow by 
rail, and chatted with him about his 
little principality. He was glad he 
was going back home, and was anxious 
to take part in the government of his 
people. 

The Nizam of Hyderabad was edu- 
cated in England and the maharajah 
who rules this native state of Jeypore 
has sent his sons there to school. The 
maharajah hasvisited Great Britain 
and he was chosen by the government 
to go there to represent the native 
princes at the: time King Edward was 
crowned. His many modern improve- 
ments, his museums and schools, have 
been greatly benefited by his travels, 
and he says he expects to visit London 
again. 

Native Colleges. 

The government of India has estab- 
lished colleges for the education of his 
native princes and rajahs. There ars 
four of these, situated at Aymer, La- 
hore, Rajkat and Indore. It is nec- 
essary to have different schools, be- 
cause of the laws of caste by which 
the natives are governed. In some 
cases tutors and guardians take charg” 
of the young chiefs, and an imperial 
cadet corps has been established for 
the military training of the sons »f 
noble families. 

The native states altogether havo 
armies aggregating more than 100,000 
men. The more important ones, 8ucnh 
as Rajputana, Central India and the 
Punjab, as well as Kashmir, Hyder- 
abad and Mysore, maintain imperial 
service troops to the number of 18,000. 
These troops are under the regular 
inspection of British officers, and ba- 
long absolutely to the states, althougn 
they are available for the government 
service when needed. They have the 
same armament as the regular soldiers 
of the Indian government, and are weil 
Some of them have«served 
in China and Somaliland. 


Incomes of Millions. 

The most of these rajahs have in- 
comes of millions. They live in state 
az. their capital cities, wear gorgeous 
clothing and decorate themselves with 
some of the finest jewels known to 
man. The richest of all is the Nizam 
of Hyderabad, whose revenues aré 
from fifty to twenty million dollars 
a year. His palaces are enormous, 
and he has 7,000 retainers and sery- 
ants. His courtyards are full of ele- 
phants, camels and horses, and their 
scenes remind you of a page from the 
“Arabian Nights.” 

The country ruled by the nazim is 
more than twice as large as the state 
of New York and his subjects com- 
prise different races and many re- 
ligions. He is a Mohammedan and he 
is the most important Moslem ruler 
living, with the exception of the Sultan 
of Turkey. Many of his subjects wear 
turbans, and he has about him repre- 
sentatives from all parts of the Mo- 
hammedan world.

in silver, with a row of pear-shaped 
pearls around the base. The scabbard 
and hilt of his state sword are set 
with jewels worth $500,000, and he 
has a necklace of uncut emeralds 
with a chain of rubies ana pearls. 
Some.of his rubies are an inch and a 
half in diameter. That nabob owns 
1,700 watches and carries two or three 
at one time. He always has a pocket- 
ful of gold coins made in India, and on 
ceremonial occasions he now and then 
gives 6ne to a friend. He was educat- 
ed under an English tutor appointed by 
the British. His present income is 
said to be about $500,000 a year. 
The Maharajah of Jeypore. 

I don't know what the Maharajah of 
Jeypore is worth, but he certainly 
has money to burn. His journey to 
England is reported to have cost a 
million dollars, and he is saiq to have 
given away something like a half- 
million dollars in charities during his 
trip. He chartered a special steamer 
for the occasion, and this was fitted 
up with six different kitchens, accord- 
ing to the castes of his followers. He 
took with him his own drinking 
water from the Ganges, and had a 
little temple on the ship in which he 
worshiped Rama, his own divine an- 
cestor. He carried with him priests, 
Servants of all kinds, several wives 
and a chorus of Nautch girls,: and 
when he reached London he filled to 
the brim the palace, which the gov- 
ernment had allotted to him. 

I wish I could show you the state 
in which his highness lives in Jeypore. 
His palaces cover acres and his gar- 
dens are watered by silvery fountains. 
I have gone through court after court 
floored with marble and carpeted with 
Persian rugs of great price. In one 
palace I saw a billiard room, the floor 
of which was covered with the skins 
of tigers and leopards killed by the 
rajah. They lay in great pfles on the 
floor amd some of the divans were up- 
holstered with them. The beasts were 
all killed by his highness, who is fa- 
mous as a tiger hunter and as an ex- 
cellent shot. 

I saw, also, the outside of the harem, 
where his. highness keeps his numerous 
ladies, and then took a look at the 
stables. The Maharajah has several 
hundred fine horses. The stables run 
around a space of six acres, or more, 
being heavily roofed to keep off the 
sun. There is an arcade of stalls, each 
filled with fine stock. His majesty has 
stallions from Arabia, America and Eu- 
rope, @s well as seme from different 
parts of India. Each horse wore a hal- 
ter, the strap of which was tied toa 
ring over his head, and each had, also, 
ropes about his ankles so fastened to 
posts that he could not kick nor rear 
up. 

The Elephants of the Rajah. 

All of these native rulers have their 
elephants, upon which they ride about 
in state upon ceremonial occasions. The 
Maharajah of Jeypore has a dozen or 
more. Some are of enormous size, and 
not a few are so dangerous that their 
tusks have been cut off and the ends 
bound with brass rings. These beasts 
have brass chains around their necks. 
They are tattoed on their foreheads 
and ears in the patterns of a cashmere 
shawl, amd when taken out for the 
rajah, they are covered with fancy 
trappings and have brass chains around 
their necks. 

During my stay in Jeypore I have had 
a ride on one of these royal beasts. At 
the invitation of the seoretary of his 
highness I traveled by one to the ruin- 
ed city of Amber, which is situated in 


the hills about four miles outside Jey- | 


pore. The elephant was brought to me 
shortly before noon. At the command 
of its Hindoo driver, who sat upon its 
head, it kneeled down for me. and I 
climbed to its back by a stepladder. 
There was a cushioned saddle on top, 
with bars at the side, and the driver 
showed me how to hold on while the

beast climbed to his feet. The elephant 
raised himself upon one leg at a time, 
and I bobbed back and forth like a ship 
in a storm. The motion was a swaying 
this way and that, and I became half 
seasick as we wound our way up the 
mountains.

future. 

The Viceroy and the Rajahs. 

As to the relation these native rulers 
hold -to the British government, I must 
say before closing this letter that the 
viceroy and his high officials do not 
fear them. The anarchistic demonstra- 
tions and the unrest have so far been 
in the British states rather than else- 
where, and today native India is quiet. 
During my stay in Calcutta I called at 
the state department and had a talk 
with Mr. Harcourt Butler, its secre- 
tary. Said he: 

“The native rulers are giving us ao 
trouble, and, in fact, they are aiding 
in keeping things quiet.

They employ civil en- 
gineers and are trying to develop the 
country. Some are building irrigation 
works, some establishing factories ana 
nearly all have schools of one kind ur 
another. In some of the states news- 
papers are published, although the 
rulers reserve the right to abolish such 
at any time, and to banish their ed- 
itors.”

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THACKERAY’S COUSIN CLEANS - 


DOORSTEPS 


FOR HER LIVING 


London, July 9$.—An old ledy who 
is a relative of Thackeray has been 
living for the last five years in a 
dingy back kitchen in the basement 
of a house at Walham Green. She is 
68, refined and delicate, yet for some 
Monday nights she has been walking 
the streets in order to avoid meeting 
the gentlemen who calls weekly for 
the rants. All the work she could get 
for the day was the cleaning of one 
doorstep, for 6 cents, and she owed the 
iandliord $11. If it had not been for 
the kindnwss of the poor families who 
occupy the same house, Miss Thack- 
eray’s plight would have been still 
nore grave. 


“My father,” “was 


she said to me, 


William Makepeace Thackeray's cous- 


in. He was a lawyer’s clerk in Doc- 
tor’s Commons, and when he was alive 
we livad in Westminster. Yes, my 
father Knew Thackeray, but I never 
met him. I was a girl of 16 when my 
father diet and he left us poor. I've 
always had a hard struggle. The guar- 
cians stopped my out-relief about six 
months ago. They said I must come 
into the workhouse.” 

It was a case of genuine dirtress 
end one which fortunately has been 
alleviated. 


In an amusing letter in The Times 
Shaw puts a beautiful puzzle to Somer- 
set House and Lloyd-George. Shaw has 
been orisr:d to pay income tax on his 
own and his wife's income. Further- 
more, he has no power over her in- 
come and does not know its amount. 
Of course che refuses to say what it is 
(the suffrage question is here in- 
volved). Ele contends that the state 
has no power to force him to find out 
the amount of her income, and that if 
it has power to force her to make a 
deciaration it mvst rot disclose the 
secret to him, which it would do ff it 
tells him the tota] tax he must pay 
on both tncomes. 

Thers is no domestic grievance in 
the Shaw’ menage, but the dramatist 
and his vife are “up ageinst” two ob- 
stacles—an oversight in the finance 
act and the suffragist movement. 


Paul Bourget has written the fol- 
lowing letter to The Echo de Paris: 

“You tell me that you are going to 
publish, with the permission of The 
English Review, the few pages I 
wrote for it on the entente cordiale on 
the occasion of the king's death. I 
have no objection to this, provided that 
you make it clear to your readers that 
the conclusion of the article is want- 
ing. The English Review suppressed 
it without asking my consent. This 
conclusion, developed in the third part 
of the article, was to the effect that 
the entente cordiale could not endure 
unless the two nations made of it an 
instrument of rational preservation; 
we ourselves by checking our experi- 
ments in state socialiam, the end of 
which means the ruin of public finance 
and the suppression of the army; the 
English people by maintaining the 
time-honored foundation of its politi- 
cal syst>n, 1. @, in the first place the 
hereditary principles and the house of 
lords. Mutilated by the omission of 
this conclusion, the article is deprived 
of its full meaning. Be good enough 
to restore it.” 

Naturally one supposes that the con- 
clusion of the article does not coincide 
with the political opinions of the 
l‘Engish Reviews’” financial backers. 
But to my mind the editor of The Re- 
view has thoroughly vindicated the 
omission. Bourget'’s article was sent 
in late, and the latter part was illegt- 
ble. Now, the editor, who is so fortu- 
nate as to have to decipher the micro- 
scopic handwriting on tissue paper 
which Parisians affect, deserves not 
only forgiveness for partial failure, 
but. the keenest pity. M. Paul Bour- 
get, who was paid a high price for the 
article, sen¢g it four days later than 
the date specified. He was informed, 


therefore, that he could not possibly 
see a proof of the article, and the sole 
reason for omitting either a single 
word or a single paragraph was due 
to the illegibility of his own writing. 


Novelists are sometimes profoundly 
naive. Yesterday, Herbert Flowerdew, 
author of “The Ways of Men” and 
other somewhat popular books, made 
the delectable confession that he was 
“‘tireq of writing novels. It is not a 
dignifiea trade.” 

There are three brands of artists: 
Those who can stand alone, well—Ilike 
Tolstoi, those who lean judiciously, as 
Shaw does, on self-advertisement, and 
those who collapse occasionally into a 
recumbent posture, as Mr. Flowerdew 
evidently has done. We have all 
known Filowerdews: parsons that la- 
ment the fact of heving to preach 
down to thelr congregation: painters 
that feel forced to paint pot-bollers, 
and chorus ladies who complain of 
having to inveigle thefr managers. 

In order to appear convincing, Mr. 
Flowerdew offers the following vindi- 
cation of his “undignified trade.” “In 
itself,” he says, “perhaps the calling 
of a novelist ts an honorable and a 
useful one. I have always thought 
that so. Merely to extend the expe- 
riences of those whose actual livers 
are narrowed and confined by circum- 
stances. Tf in addition to de- 
scribing the superficial differences 
which exist between the men or the 
women of different races, of different 
faiths, of different social positions, he 
can discover and show the common hu- 
manity which unites them; if he can 
enable the reader to realize that the 
Jew, the Turk and the heretic, no less 
than the saint and the hero, are sim- 
ple variations o fthe reader himself 
with the difference accounted for Dy 
difference of environment, his work ap- 
pears to me to save considerable value 
as a civilizing agency. It breaks down 
barriers of prejudice, and paveg the 
way for international amity and the 
fair treatmegt of one class by an- 
other.” 

All this is very well, thinks MPF. 
Fliowerdew, but undignified, because 
there are no inducements to follow the 
trade. 

It hurts him to believe that a book 
would perhaps enjoy a larger circula- 
tion than a provoking title or lavish 
expenditure on advertising could give 
if the author eloped with a duchess, 
made ‘an attempt on the kaliser’s life or 
in any other way made himself mo- 
mentarily notorious. This scramble for 
the market is absolutely necessary, he 
says, “if one wishes to earn more than 
a pound a week at one’s profession; 
that makes the trade of novel writing 
an undignified one. I¢ is the knowl- 
edgs that the permanent worth of one’s 
work counts for scarcely anything, and 
that the novelist who wishes to derive 
an income from his profession would 
be much better advised to spend his 
time standing on his head in Cheapside 
to attract attention than in merely 
making his work good.”

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Prices Are Soaring High 


Above Reach of Poor. 


Butter, Cheese and Eggs Also 
Soaring --- People Are Fast 
Becoming Vegetarians -~— A 
Still Further Increase Ex- 
pected. 


London, July 9.—(Special.)—Engiand 
is facing a meat famine. Already the 
prices of all kinds of meat have gone 
sc high that it is beyong the reach 
of the poorer classes and there is no 
relief in sight. 

Beef is higher than it has been In 
More than 390 years while American 
bacon ig 9 shilling a hundred.weight 
higher than the highest price provid. 
eG in the cable code used by the pro 
vision marked. When the code was 
framed no one dreamed of a price 
higher than 75s, a hundredweigh-:, 
American “long cut” hams are now 
$48, and “short cut” are 78s. 

Not only meat but butter cheese and 
¢gmgs have gone out of aight. So sert- 
Ous has the situation become that the 
Nationa! Federation Meat Traders’ As- 
eociation has !ssued a warning that 
unless a fresh source of supply is 
tapped meat wil! be probibitive to the 
poorer classes. Announcement gays, in 
view of the greatiy increased pPiee 
- of all descriptions of meat, both Brit- 
ish-produced and imported, to the fe- 
tailer, owing to the short supplies of 
cattle with the largely reduced artriv- 
als of live stock from the Unitéd States 
and Canada, the.Nationa!l Federation of 
Meat Traders’ Associations ((Incorpor- 
ated) find it necessary to inform the 
public that reta!l butchers wil] be com- 
pelled to put up prices all round. 

There are no indications that meat 
will be cheaper for some time to come, 
the sources of supply 
Feriouslyv depleted. 
Summarized, the position may be put 

follows: 

The crisig has been 
shortege of supplies of live cattie, 
from Canada and the United States, 
and of chilled beef from the states. 

Muring the past twelve months the 
wholesale price of .beef has risen in 
some cases by 580 per cent. 

In the poorér sditriots of London 
the butchers have not beenm able to 
inecereage the retail prices because peo- 
ble would not pay them. ™ 

Butchers in poor neighborhoods 
have been trading at a heavy loss, and 
@ome have had to close their estab- 
lishments altogether. 

Tt is believed that a 
crease up to 3d a pound will 
cided upon. 

Many people are taking to a vegetar- 
fan diet rather than pay excessive 
prices for meat. 

Alderman Lindsey 

Giving an explanation of the rise, 
Alderman Lindsey, the president of 
the National Federation of Meat Trad- 
ers’ Associations, said: 

“For sever2! weeks past 
mand for meat has largely exceeded 
the supply. We are getting veryv few 
bullocks from North America becavs: 
they have very few to send. Four 
years azo we received &,0990 9,900 
a week. We are scarcely getting a 
thousand now, however. 

‘T do not think the price of Amer- 
ican bullocks has been so high. Eng- 
lish supplies also are short and dear, 

“It has long been felt by those who 
have special means of obtaining in- 
formation that unless some fres)) 
sources of supply can be tapped the 
prices of meat in this country will be 
s0 much higher that as an articie of 
food it will become almoat prohibitive 
to the working classes, whose pur- 
chasing power is certainly becoming 
less. 

“The government has 
proacheq not only by those dlfrecily 
interested in the meat trade but by 
most of the corporations of the large 
provincial towns, and also by gulite 
a number of the metropolitan bor- 
oughs, to receive a deputation in or- 
der personally to urge the remova! of 
the existing embargo, which prevents 
the landing of live eattie from the 
Argentine at our foreign animals 
wharves. 

“Up to the present 
has not even granted 
in a position to give 
mation an opportunity 
their views. Today we are met 
this fact: that the number of live 
imals imported for food 
almost to vanishing Moint. 

“We rely principally upon the Un- 
ited States for our best supplies of 
Summer cattle. In America they are 
past masters in the art of keeping 
back what its wanted until it. com- 
‘mands the very best prices, end they 
are doing something of the kind now. 
~There is a splendiq working arrange- 
meng among the American exporters, 
With regard to the Argentine supplies, 

the meat has to be brought across 
the equator, and thereforé has to be 

frozen so very hard that its nutri- 
tive properties are diminished. Cor- 
sequently this source of. supply 
not help so much as it would were the 

Argentine cattle allowed t6 come alive 

as they used to.”

MOST NOTABLE FEATURES 
OF THE NEW RAILROAD LAW 


The meet notable provision of the | 


“administration railroad bill,” which 
has just become a iaw, is for a com- 
merce court. This tribunal is to have 
the jurisdiction now possessed by 
United States circuit courts over the 
enforcement of orders of the inter- 
state commerce commission, with cer- 
tain specified exceptions. These excep- 
tions include orders for the payment 
of money, cases to annul orders of the 
commission, and mandamus proceed- 
ings provided for in sections 20 and 
23 of the act of February 4, 1887. 

The commerce court is to be com- 
posed of five judges, appointed from 
among the circuit judges by the chief 
justice of the supreme court for five 
years. In the first instance, however, 
the court is designated by the presi- 
dent to serve for one, two, three, four 
and five years, respectively, in order 
that the term of one may expire each 
year thereafter. 

An appeal’ from a decision of the 
commerce court may be taken withia 
sixty days to the supreme court, but 
such an appeal is in no case to super- 
sede or stay the decree of the com- 
merce court unless the supreme court 
so directs. Appeals from it to the su- 
preme court have priority over all oth- 
er causes, except ciiminal cases. Suits 
brought to stay an order of the com- 
mission do not suspend the operation cf 
the order unless expressly directed by 
the commerce court. 

The provisions of the interstate com- 
merce act are extended to incude per- 
sons and corporations transporting oil 
other commecdity (except water 
gas in pipe lines), tele-

All service in connection 
with the receipt, delivery, elevation 
and transfer ift transit, ventilating, re- 
frigerating, icing, storage and han- 
dling is included in the term “trans- 
portation” as used in the act. 

The commission's powers over rates 
are greatly increased under the new 
law. When a new rate is proposed, the 
commission may suspend it for 129 
days in addition to the usual 30 dave’ 
notice-pending an investigation of its 
reasonableness. The commission must 
give preference over all other matters 
to questions concertiing rates and ren- 
der the speediest decision consistent 
with a proper consideration of the 
issues. 

If the commission finds 
regulation unreasonable, unjust or dis- 
criminatory, it may fix a reasonable 
rate, and may also act upon its own 
initiative without waiting for a formal 
complaint. Orders of the commission 
are to take effect in not less than 
thirty days, and are to remain in force 
not more than two years, and may be 
modified or suspended by the com- 
mission or the court. If carriers fail 
to agree on the division of a joint rate, 
the cammission, after a hearing, may 
apportion the rate. If carriers ‘neglect 
to establish through routes and rates, 
the commission is empowered to do so. 

The new act makes it unlawful for 
eommon carriers to charge more for 
the transportation of passengers or 
freight for a short distance than for a 
longer haul tn the same direetion on 
the same line, the shorter being includ- 
ed within the longer distance: or to 
charge more as a through route than 
the aggregate of the intermediate 
rates; but this is not to be construed 
as authorizing any carrier to receive 
as great a compenaation for a shorter 
as for a longer distance. The commis- 
sion is empowered, however, to author- 
ize a carrier to charge less for longer 
than for shorter distances in special 
cases. 

Rates now existing are not to be 
changed by reason of this act within 
six months affer its passage. If @ 
railroad cuts rates to compete with a 
water route it may not thereafter in- 
crease the rates unless it can show at 
a hearing before the commission that 
the proposed increase ts due to other 
conditions than the elimination of wa- 
ter competition. 

Any officer or agent of a carrier 
who knowingly assists or permits any 
person to obtain transportation at less 
than regular rates through false bill- 
ing, classification or weight, or any 
other means, is deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and may, upon conviction, 
be subjected to a fine of $5,000 or two 
years in the penttentiary, or both. 
Shippers who are found gulity of such 
acts are ilable to the same penalties: 
as are those found guilty of inducing 
or attempting to induce a common car- 
rier to discriminate unjustly in their 
favor against ae shippers.

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THE GEORGIA R. F. D. CARRIERS. 


little considered, little recognized by the general public, one 
of the most important organizations in Georgia has lately been 
holding its annual convention in Rome. The Georgia Rural Letter 
Carriers’ Association, together with the carriers not yet affiliated 
with it, has been foremost among those modern infhiences making 
for the all-round development of the state. 

Particularly has their individual and collective energy been 
manifest in that phase of growth. which brings the country within 
closer contact with the facilities and the stimulus of civilization. 

As retiring President M. L. Moore said, this especial branch of 
the government’s service has extended in a few years from nothing 
to an army of 41,000 carriers, keeping a rural population of 20,000,000 
in touch with the advantages and agencies of the centers of activity. 

In Georgia, the process has been intensive, for the reason that 
the establishment of routes has gone forward with phenomenal 
speed in this state. The state has, too, been singularly fortunate in 
enjoying the services of a splendidly efficient body of men. 

It is true that the extension of daily mail facilities from the 
city to the country has wrought wonders in the hastening of develop- 
ment. But a survey of the field that did not take in the effect of the 
movement upon the weekly and the tri-weekly newspaper would 
tall far short of completeness. 


The Georgia and American farmer generally now gets a weekly 
paper or a tri-weekly, paper at his own door with faithful regularity. 
If he so desires, the majority of his class can also have a daily paper 
served to him almost as quickly as the suburbanite receives his 
daily. There can be little question that the development of such 
facilities in Georgia has been responsible for much of the progress 
of the state. 

The farmer who is in regular touch with the educational influ- 
ence of a good newspaper, and who keeps posted on markets, 
policies, etc., necessarily develops more quickly than the one whose 
zccess to such factors is slow, uncertain or dependent upon infre- 
quent visits to town. 

It is a matter of congratulation that at the recent state convention 
the carriers followed the logical policy of choosing Paul L. Lindsay, 
of Tucker, Ga., former national president, as state president. Under 
an executive head with the qualifications and enthusiasm possessed 
by Mr. Lindsay, the state organization will record new boundaries 
in strength, numbers and effectiveness.

THE MODERN GOLDBUG IN GEORGIA. 


The modern goldbug hasn't a thing to do with politics or fiction, 
like its predecessors; it simply has an appetite for gold that eats 
up something like 15 to 20 pert cent of the value of Georgia’s agri- 
cultural output annually. And this sort of “varmint” is infinitely 
more harmful than the one denounced by “Coin” Harvey or made 
historic by Edgar Allan Poe. 

Here’s an illustration: A few days ago State Entomologist E. L. 
Worsham sent out warnings to the railroads that the state was 
exposed to infection from the Mexican boll weevil through inter- 
state shipments that might be rather reckless as regards the state's 
strict quarantine laws. At the best, the boll weevil, about the worst 
of the modern goldbugs, is due here in a few years. Dr. Worsham 
doesn’t want it to fatten on Georgia’s cotton any sooner than neces- 
sary. Hence the warning. 

The boll weevil is just a specimen, though a formidable one, 
of the bugs that may eat gold out of the pockets of the farmers of 
Georgia and the country generally. Already it has cost the planters 
of Texas and other infested states untold millions. When it reaches 
Georgia, which it must do inevitably within two or three vears, Dr. 
Worsham says we are going to be driven to diversification, whether 
or no we like it. The Mexican boll weevil will hand down his de- 
cision, and we'll simply abide by it 

Other goldbugs are those that attack the peach, the apple, the 
near, corn, oats, wheat—virtually every agricultural and horticul- 
tural product of the state. 

Always they are lurking sleeplessly in domestic, interstate and 
foreign shipments, ready to ooze out and spread themselves to the 
tune of taking an incalculable toll of agriculture. Take, for instance, 
the San Jose scale. Had it not been for the development of devices! 
that control the pest, with little inconvenience or expense, the peach 
industry.would have been lost to the state. Entomologist W orsham | 
«stimates that its depredations have now been reduced to a minimum 
in Georgia. 

Black root, or cotton wilt, 1s another disease that even now 
ceriously menaces the backbone crop in this state. The state depart- 
ment of entomology has developed a variety of resistant staple that, 
with proper cooperation and encouragement from the general assem- 
bly, should eradicate this species of the goldbug. 

Other “bugs” could be enumerated, almost ad infinitum. Almost 
every crop has its specific foe, against which strict port and frontier 
quarantine and inspection are maintained, while the department is 
constantly sending representatives to deliver lectures or distributing 
literature such as will educate farmers and the people generally as | 
to the danger from these seemingly simple sources and the best | 
remedies. 

The state's entomologist, Dr. E. L. Worsham, ts the first setiiall

TEACHING TEACHERS TO TEACH THE FARMER. 


Up in Boston the other day they had a sharp impromptu de- 
bate over agricultural education, its general worth and the relative 
efficiency of the agricultural colleges now so quickly multiplying 
throughout the country. 

The occasion-was the meeting of the dendiiansais of rural and 
agricultural education of the National Education Association. 

Dick Crosby, a specialist in agricultural education, told the 


audience that the boy who wants to learn to dig a ditch, har- 
ness a horse, use a plow or milk a cow would go in vain to the col- 
leges of agriculture in America. He pointed out that despite the 
phenomenal spread of secondary schools teaching agriculture and 
colleges proper, these institutions, all and singular, were propound- 
ing theory only. In this respect Crosby is in almost absolute ac- 
cord with President Barrett, of the Farmers’ Union. Mr. Barrett 
told southern educators at Little Rock recently, that the average 
agricultural college was far from fulfilling its destined function, 
and he gave many of the reasons advanced by Mr. Crosby. 

Prof. G. F. Warren, of Cornell University, took issue with Mr. 
Crosby. Very graphically, he told his auditors that the farmer with- 
out an agricultural educatidnm was headed for the poor house. He 
quoted figures to show that ten college-bred farmers averaged $847 
yearly income, against an average of only $318 for the farmers 
whose education had been limited to the district school. 

The professor’s statistics were undoubtedly of the picked va- 
riety, or taken from exceptional sources. We do not belittle the 
curriculum of the average agricultural college, but there is little 
question that the indictment brought by Barrett and Crosby has 
much truth in it. 

Mr. Barrett, in an interview subsequent to the Little Rock con- 
ference, laid his finger on the core of the problem, when he inti- 


Few of the instructors in agricultural colleges have special 
training, outside the routine pedagogical courses. And the peda- 
gogics that will meet the city-bred man in a university will miss the 
country-bred man a mile in the agricultural college. 

Furthermore, the average agricultural college. does not very 
often teach the boy to dig a ditch, milk a cow, use a plow or hitch 
a horse by actual demonstration. And you can no more teach these 
things by text-books than you can instruct aviators in a correspon- 
dence school. 

A new system of pedagogics based on the psychology of the 
farmer is one hope. And taking the agricultural college to the 
farm, with a few farmers on the faculty, is another one. 
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“MAN-KILLERS OF THE WORED.”’ 


The Constitution publishes elsewhere a striking communica- 
tion from an Atlanta lawyer, under substantially the foregoing cap- 
tion, withholding his name at his own request, but vouching for his 
qualification to discuss the subject.

In 1898 there occurred in the City of Greater London, with a 
population then conservatively estimated at 4,500,000, 14 criminal 
homicides. In the same year there occurred in the city of Chicago, 
with a population of about 1,500,000, more than 2,000 criminal 
homicides. 

Our correspondent quotes Mr. McClure to the effect that the 
London authorities arrested every perpetrator, executed eight, sent 
four to prison and recorded the suicide of two of the latter. 

The Chicago authorities arrested less than 60 per cent of the 
perpetrators, and less than half that number were convicted. Out 
of a total of 2,000 murders, only 9 executions were recorded. 

‘“Man-killers of the world” with a vengeance, at this- rate. 

Our informant also dwells on other phases of the evil, as ap- 
plied to Georgia and the south. He corroborates the statement 
brought out by another Constitution correspondent, that the killing 
of a negro, considered no huge offense, generally gave license for 
killing a white man. He stated it, also, as his conviction, that reckless 
and unpunished pistol-toting was largely back of the situation here 
and hereabouts.

“PISTOL-TOTER IS HALF-SAVAGE: | 


SOCIETY DEMANDS HIS CURBING” 
--- Judge A. J. Thurman 


Editor Constitution: I have been 
watching with a considerable degree of 
interest your discussions of the “pisto!- 
toter” and the various suggestions of 
remedies for the suppression of this 
evil. I have also observed the news- 
paper reports of the bill recently pass- 
ed by the house providing for regis- 
tering with the ordinary, obtaining a 
license and giving bond for the carry- 
ing of weapons “unconcealed,” and 
the alleged effect of this law in the 
trial of persons indicted for carrying 
weapons “unconcealed.” 

To my mind, this remedy is totally 
inadequate, and will have but slight 
effect in the trial of cases, and prac- 
tically no effect whatever on the habit 
of carrying concealed weapons. 

Every citizen of the state should 
feel a vital interest in the suppression 
of this great and growing evil. It is a 
known fact that so many people in the 
state of Georgia carry arms, and carry 
them concealed, tosuch an extent that 
one would think that a state of war 
existed were he not acquainted with 
the conditions that actually, exist, and 
did he not know that this evil was 
but a pernicious habit indulged in by 
our citizens. 

I ean think of but one way of sup- 
pressing this evil. Of course, almost 
every citizen will entertain individual 
views of how to accomplish this result. 
One great trouble is that there are so 
many who do not in fact desire the 
suppression of this habit. We have 
reached a lamentable state, if the law 
must acknowledge itself inefficient and 
unable to cope with any condition of 
evil that may arise or that may exist, 
and I lay down the proposition that 
our government is efficient and is 
able to suppress—at least to a min- 
imum—any evil. 

Remedics. 

With your kind permission, I will 
join the host of doctors, and suggest 
what I think would be an effective 
remedy. 

1 Amend the law prohibiting the 
carrying of concealed weapons by pro- 
viding that all weapons, of the kind 
named, shall be carried in an open 
manner, fully exposed to view, and in 
a scabbard or belt worn on the outer 
surface of the clothing. 

2. Make the minimum fine one hun- 
dred ($100) dollars. 

3. Upon a second conviction for a 
violation of this law, the offender be 
punished by servitude on the chain- 
gang as now provided in cases of mis- 
demeanors, with no alternative of pay- 
ing a fine. 

4. Make the term of office of the 
sheriffs of the state, and their depu- 
ties, ten years instead of two years, 
and not allow them to succeed them- 
selves. 

5. Make it the duty of the sheriff and 
all other arresting officers, to arrest 
every person who, by his act or decla- 
ration, gives probable cause to sus- 
pect that he is carrying a weapon un- 
lawfully, and to immediately search 
such person, and if found violating the 
law, immediately carry him before the 
nearest or most accessible judicial offi- 
cer, where proper warrant may be 
had, and the offender dealt with. 

6. Upon the sworn complaint of five 
or more citizens of good reputation 
(whose character shall be certified to 
by the ordinary of the county) being 
filed with the governor, and showing! 
that any sheriff fails, neglects or re- 
fuses to arrest violators of the law as 


late the law, and then call upon the 
law to shield him? Why are his 
rights any more sacred than the rights 
of society in genera! and the rights 
of the people in general? It does 
seem that we have given quite enough 
“rights” to the criminal We give hiin 
évery advantage in the trial of a case 
We adopt the reasonable doubt, and 
through this loop-hole many guilty 
wretches walk from the temples of 
justice to scatter death and destruc- 
tion along their path. Why not “get 
after’ the criminal? Why not enforce 
some law for the protection of the 
citizens? Why not try this for awhile 
and see what effect it will have? We 
have tried the protection of the crimi- 
nal theory since the foundation of our 
government, and it does not require 
any great expanse of observation to 
Say that we have arrived at a condi- 
tion and state in civic life where life 
is held less sacred, and wherein more 
human life is sacrificed each year in 
this United States by reason of our 
policies and systems of protection to 
criminals than was ever lost or sacri- 
ficed by reason of the conflict between 


(the early settlers and the savage In- 


dians. In truth and in fact, the sav- 
age was a citizen to be preferred to 
the horde of semi-savage “pistol- 
toters.” 

Inflict Great Loss 


pistol-toting tribe inflicts 
loss and damage, and sacrifices 
human lives; brings reproach 
upon the very name of civilization, 
and, yet. he must be protected in all 
of his “rights,” and society must stand 
bleeding and helpless. Justice must 
hang her head and the law acknowl- 
edge its impotency. 

If the people really 
up and antiquate the pistol-toting, let 
these remedies be enacted in the law 
and then put in force If the provis- 
ions of the constitution, above referred 
to, stands in the way, let's change 
the constitution. If we have no law 
that will reach this class, let us make 
one that will. As an authority for 
the right to do this, I respectfully ea! 
attention to preamble of the constitu- 
tlon of the state of Georgia and to 
article 1, section 1. of the same instrnu- 
rent, embodied in code section 5698 
of the code of 1895, which’ reads as 
follows: 

“All government, of right, originates 
with the people, is founded upon their 
will only, and is instituted solelw for 
the good of the whole. Public officers 
are the trustees and servants of the 
people, and at all times amenable to 
them.” Further, I quote the next par- 
agraph of the same instrument: “Pro. 
tection to person and property is the 
paramount duty of government, and 
shall be impartial and complete”

The History of Trust-Busting. 


(Sterling Chase, in Leslie's.) 


The history of the federal crusade 
against trusts is worth recalling: In 
1890 the Sherman anti- trust act was 
passed, prohibiting “every contract, 
combination in the form of trust or 
otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade or commerce amone the sev- 
_— states.’’ During the ten years 

ext succeeding, the federal gdmin- 
istration was frankly distrustful of 
the act. The dissolution of several 
railroad traffic associations was more 
ofiset, in poputar opinion, oy 
the decision that the sugar trust was 
affected by the act. By 1903, 
the federal administration 


to expend in prosecutions under 
the act and was in full cry after ths 
“bad trusts.” In 1904 the Unite4 
States supreme court decided thatthe 
Northern Securities Company was ina 
violation of the act and declared il- 
legal all combinations in restraint of 
effected through “holding cor- 
porations.”’ In vain the administra- 
tion assured the :‘ommunity that 
would not run amuck,” but 
merely enforce the law against 
trusta.” From the Northen Securities 
decision the community learned that 
the criterion of “good trusts” and 
“bad trusts” lay not in the statuta, 
but in the mind of the prosecutor, 
and that any trust might be attacked 
the confident assurance that, 
whether it was a “good trust” or “bad 
it was equally gullty before the 
law. Before its close, in 1999 the 
Roosevelt administration had eom- 
menced thirty-seven proceedings un- 
der the Sherman anti-trust act. Mean- 
this same administration sound- 
warning note.

We paseed 
through many shoe _ streete— where 
nothing but shoes, in all their variety 
of color and size filled house after 
house. 

The meat and food streets were the 
most painful and most worderful of a}! 
and but that we were ail armed with 
smelling salts and gum camphor I 
really do not think we could have 
stood them. 

At the temple of the Five Hundred 
Genil we saw an assembly of extraor- 
diinary lovking copper gilt figures 
who must surely have been drawn to- 
gether by that strong fellow feeling 
of the extremely plain featured. The 
Five Hundred appeared to have noth- 
ing better to do than to sit around 
the temp:? and make feces it each 
other and the worshippers came in and 
burned incense and joss sticks at their 
feet. The Mississippi man said that 
he thought they were making rather 
a mistake, for the Genii did not look 
to him as though they liked the smell 
of the smoke. 

Figure of Marco Polo. 

In the midst of them all, as big as 
life—or In this case you might say, as 
bigs as death—sat the figure of the fa- 
mous Marco Polo, who the guide as- 
sured us comes in for his full share of 
Joss stisks and incense as a devil it is 
wise to placate. 

After the Five Hundred Genii we 
visited the Chun Ka Chi Ancestral) 
temples, a very beautiful and impres- 
sive structure after the intricate and 
grotesque style of Chinese architecture 
end ornamentation. There seems to be 
a wonderful system of family catalo- 
guing and tickets and tablets which go 
back to Aillam—if Adam was a China- 
man. o 
We climbed to the top of the five- 
storied Pagoda for a delicious and 
refreshing luncheon, which our hos- 
pitable Shameen friends had served to 
us by a special envoy of coolies. 

The Paz das ere really watch-tow- 
ers, Or temples, in which ‘good devils’’ 
are installed to keep watch over the 
city and preserve it from evil. The 
five-storied Pagcda is inhabited witn 
two very animated looking figures in 
flauntry garments and fierce arms, but 
they seem very amiably disposed and 
tpok no note of our spreading a feast 
et their feet. There was a glorious 
breeze blowing and the view for 50 
miles arouna was too fine to write 
ebout. 

We went to see the wonderful! clep- 
sydra, or water clock, after luncheon. 
which has bcen running. for so many 


centuries that I hesitate to mention 
the number. At any rate it started 
running ong before clocks and 
watches wero ever dreamed of, but to 
this very day it has never got ahead of 
th@m. I pictured to myself a very 
wonderful arrangement, which I must 
SliyY was rather better than the actual 
thing itself. What we saw was about 
three or four tubs, each higher than 
the other, like a series of steps, and 
water was siowly trickling from one to 
the other. There wus a float in the 
bottom one which measured the min- 
utes and seconds as it rose.

on shaped forms which showed fearf.i 
giaring eyes and fierce teeth in a 
mass of spines and prickers.

It is no exaggeration to say that the 
happiest faces t saw in China were 
these of these poor condemned wretch- 
es who were anticipating their release 
from life before sundown. 

Of all the wonders Canton gave me, 
the wonder over these fanatical crea- 
tures has grown greater and greater 
and the impression on my memory is 
most vivid and deep. 

We also visited the flower pagoda 
and were shown the outside cf the Mo- 
hammedan Mosque which they say 18 
fifteen hundred years o!4—but I must 
stop somewhere or this letter will 
grow into a guide book. 

Our day ended with a cup of tea 
with our Shameen friends and with 
watching Canton slip away from us in 
a radiant red sunset as we steamed 
back to Hong Kong: The scene on 
the Pearl river, as sunset fades into 
twilight and the creeping darkness 
gradually brings out all the countless 
little points of light which indicate 
each sampan is not the ieast of the 
delights of an excursion to this re- 
fnarkable ancient city. And I meant 
to tell you something about our 
glimpse of Macao, too, but my pen is 
growing faint and I must show mercy 
unto it—and to thee.

Burial of English Kings. 

Of English sovereigns since the con- 
quest fifteen are buried in Westminster 
Abbey, Henry III being the first and 
George II the last. Fight kings are 
burted in provincial towns and cities— 
William Rufus in Winchester cathe- 
dral. Edward JI at Gloucester, Henry 
I! at Canterbury, Stephen at Faver- 
sham. John at Worcester, Richard It! 
at Leicester, and Edward V somewnere 
in the Tower of London. Henry VT 
was the first buried at Windsor, and 
Inter Edward IV, Henry VIII, and 
Charles I, before George I constructed 
the family vault in which he himself 
and his sons, George TV and William 
IV are entombed. Five English sov- 
ereigns are buried on foreign soll, 
William the Conqueror at Caen, Henrv 
I and Richard of the Lion‘ Heart at 
Fontevrault, James II in Paris, and 
George I. 

“The kings of England,’ Dean Stan- 
ley observed, “never seem to have 
feared the sight of death.” He con- 
trasted the burial of the Hapsburgs 
and the members of the house of Savoy 
far from their palaces, and, above al! 
the fact that the ings of France 
never went to St. enys except in 
doath. Lecuis XTV made Versallies his 
residence because from the terrace of 
St. Germain’s he could see the towers 
of his last resting place. But “the 
Anvilo-Saxon kings had for the most 
part been buried at Winchester. wher: 
they were crowned, and where they 
Lived. 

“The Enalish kings, as soon as tilev 
became trulv English. were crowned, 
and lived and died for many genera 
tions at Westminster: and even since 
they have heen interred elsewhere, i! 
. adit Ae- tye shadow of thelr 
grandest roval residence, Im wt. 
George's chaped or in the precincts 
of Windsor castie. Their graves, like 
their thrones, were in the midst of 
their own life and of the life of their 
people.’’-—London Chronicle.

nectady, N. Y. It is called the People’s 
Church and its inspiring factor is Rev. 
Dr. George R. Lunn, who resigned from 
the pastorate of the most aristocratic 
congregation in that city to champion 
the interests of common humanity. 

Schen2ctady is a peculiar city. Origi- 
nally controlled by conservative na- 
tives, it is today in the grip of ab- 
sentee capitalism. In ten years its 
population has leaped from 30,000 to 
80,000 and the bulk of this “outlander 
increment" depends for its daily bread 
upon two immense industries, the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, employing, at 
maximum, 17,000 workers, and the 
American Locomotive Company, em- 
ploying between 6,000 and 7,000.

He began by insisting that what 
mattered most was not what doctrines 
aman professed to believe in, but how 
he behaved himself as a man and 
brother.

He 
did not join, but affirmed that women 
who were driven into social unciean- 
ness by the scant wages of un-Chris- 
tianized industry might not be half so 
guilty in the sight of God as women 
whose inearne) wealth rad been in 
part recruited by high rentals derived 
from dealers in vice. 

The street railway system in Sche- 
nectady had been owned and managed 
by the General Electric Company. It 
had given good car service, had sold 
six tickets (called “red tickets’) for a 
quarter and had been liberal with 
transfers.

“refined compulsion” was put upon the 
General Electric people to sell the 
Schenectady trolley system.

state public service commission. 

But it was in his contact with the 
politicians thut this fighting parson 
stirred up the biggest hornet's nest. 
William W. Wemple, of Schenectady, 
was in the state senate when Governor 
Hughes began his effort to de-legalize 
bookmaking. Mr. Wemple voted with 
the racing interests. For this he was 
roundiy censured by the Schenectady 
Ministerial! Association. But Dr. Lunn 
thought it would be a good thing tv 
have the governor come over to She- 
nectady and make a specch. The pres!i- 
dent of the Ministerial Association 
was absent from the city. hence Dr. 
Lunn went ahead on his own respon- 
sibility, hired a theater, secured the 
governor's prom'tse to appear, by ihree 
hours’ telephoning organized 2% recep- 
tion committee and had the meeting al!

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DIARY ON HIS GEORGIA TRIP 
KEPT BY GEORGE WASHINGTON 


‘Interesting Excerpts Show 
Some of the Incidents 
of the Trip. 


In the D. A R. column of last weer 
there was an interesting article of 
how the Daughters of the American 
Revolution of Winston-Salem, N. C., by 
the means of a banner. stretched 
across the street, called the attention 
of the automobile tourists who passed 
through on their recent run to New 
York to the ancient Hotel Butner, 
where Gen. George Washington once 
Stopped. The room in which he slept 
has been marked with a large brass 
tablet, and is an historic spot of which 
they are justly proud. 

I wonder how many people in Geor- 
gia know that President Washington 
made a trip through the eastern part 
of this state in the year 17917 There 
are many places on Georgia sotl where 
he ate and slept, each one of which 
fs an historic spot and deserves to be 
marked with a tablet. From volume 
3 of “Joseph Habersham Chapter’s 
Historic Recollections” we get the 
following extracts from a diary kept 
by President Washington himself: 

President Washington left Philadel- 
Phia for a tour through the south 
in a “chariot” drawn by four horses. 
A light tww-horse wagon carried the 
baggage, there were fotr saddle horses. 
and a led horse for himeelf when he 
desired to ride horseback. He was 
accompanied by Maior Jackson and 
five servants, including the coachman. 
He visited en route Wilmington, N. C., 
and Charieston. 8. C. 

Monday night, May 11, 1791, he spent 
with Judge Hayward in South Caro- 
lina, near the Savannah river. The 
mext day he proceeded to Georgia, and 
writes in his diary as follows: 

Thursday, 13th—By 5 o'clock we 
Set out from Judge Hayward’s, and 
rode to Purlsburg (on Savannah river), 
22 miles to breakfast. At that place 
I was met by Messrs. (Noble Wim- 
beriy) Jones, Colonel (Joseph) Haber- 
sham, Mr. John Houston, - General 
(Lachian) MeIntosh, and Mr. (Joseph) 
Clay, a committee from the city of 
Savannah, to conduct me thither. Boats 
were also ordered there by them for 
my acoommodation; among them a 
handsome eight-oared barge, rowed by 
' eight American captains, attended. On 
my way down the river I called upon 
Mrs. Green; the widow of the de- 
ceased General (Nathaniel) Green, at 
@ place cailed Mulberry Grove (where 
he first put foot on Georgia soil), and 
asked how she did. At this place, two 
miles from Purisburg, my horses and 
carriages were landed (on the Geor- 
gia side), and had twelve miles further 
by land to Savannah. The wind and 
tide being against us, {it was 6 o’clock 
before we reached the city, where we 
were received under every demonstra- 
tion that could be given of joy and re- 
spect. . Tiluminations at night. 
T was conducted by the mayor and 
wardens to very good lodgings, which 
had been provided for the occasion, 
and partook of a public dinner given 
by the citizens at the coffee rooms. 
Who were the mayor and wardens? 
Where were his lodgings and the cof- 
fee roms?) 

Friday, 18th—Dined with the mem- 
ber of the Cinctnnati at a public din- 
mer given at the same place,

The women of the state have a right to demand that these institutes, which are carrying in- 
structions as to how to raise corn and cotton and keep the pigs from dying, shall carry likewise help | 
and instruction as to the far more vital issues of be 
cared for on the smallest amount of money; how to keep the children, as well as the pigs, from | 
dying; how to care for the home and all the people in it in a way to avoid waste, sickness and prema- |

teach much less important things to men. For one-fourth as much money added to the original ap- 
propriation, the other half of the citizens of the state can be taught things which interest not them 
only, but such things as are vital to the life and well-being of every man-jack of our whole population. 

This plan has received much ardent suppart. In opposititon to it we have heard only two 


objections, and they are these: 


1. Women do not need such teaching. 
2. The plan is simply one backed by “city women” who know nothing of the real needs and 
desires of the women of the rural districts. 
A word upon these two objections is in order. That better methods of health preservation are 
going to be, if not a necessity, at least an economy to our state, should have become apparent to 
our law-makers when they have been compelled to construct, at large expense, a sanitarium, to main- 
tain which will probably cost $20,000 a year, to take care of Georgia men and women stricken with 


only one terrible disease. 


Do these gentlemen know that tuberculosis is perfectly preventable? It is going to be wise, 
economic, humane to keep building bigger and bigger houses in which to keep the wrecks of our citi- 
zenry when by a little sensible instruction to women in whose hands lie the fate of every one of us, 
we cannot only save the state this tremendous and growing outlay, but the far greater tragedy of 
racked bodies, ruined lives and broken hearts? 

Gentlemen, the $5,000 for which we ask you to teach women how to keep their families well 
is much less costly in dollars than a new wing to your tuberculosis sanitarium will be and-a thou- 


sand-fold cheaper in heart pangs! 
More than any one thing do women need to be taught how to wholesomely 


Do not need it! 


and economically .administer the affairs of the home. 
To the second objection, that the plan is that of some “city women” only, there is but one an- 


swer to be made, and the women of the small clubs alone can make it. 


We of the federation know 


that the federation is largely a rural organization; that the small towns represented in it far ovt- 
number the so-called cities; that our chief interests have always been those of rural life—the rural 
school, village improvement, rural libraries, forestry, the hand industries of country life. 

In an agricultural state like Georgia an organization which has as its aim the betterment of 


the entire life of the state must necessarily deal chiefly with rural interests. 


In the federation the 


women of the city, town and village and the women of the country stand shoulder to shoulder and 


side by side. 


Our fight is one and the same; “tomorrow better than today” for our children in town or 
country. We know this, but the assembly of Georgia does not know it. The way to convince them 
is, however, very simple, and this is it: 

Before the 18th of July get just as many men as you can from the community of each club 
to write and to speak to your senator and to your representatives, and ask their aid for the appro- 


priation of $5,000 for extension teachin 
effect to each of these gentlemen.

crops and raising better stock, with not a word to the mothers of that which would save hundreds 
of lives from typhoid, diphtheria, tuberculosis and all the attendant throng of ills that flesh is heir 
to, but which it can disown if it only knows how. 

To fail means an ignominious defeat for our splendid state federation with its 8,000 repre- 


sentative women. 


We cannot fail and will not fail if the women of the small clubs will but use that “influence” 
which we still believe will serve us as well the ballot. 
To vote $100,000 for a monument of stone.to those brave men and women who have gone to 
their reward will be a shame and a travesty if. the same assembly should reftise the pitiful sum of 
$5,000 to help the descendants of these same brave men and women in their struggle for life and 
health and the right to happiness. 


SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT BILL IS DEFEATED 


The compulsory school attendance 
bill came to a vote in the house of 
representatives on Thursday morning, 
June 17, and was lost for lack of six 
affirmative votes! The ballots cast 
were 87 in favor of the bill and 62 
against its passage. but the consti- 
tutional majority required to make it 
alaw being 93, the measure was de- 
feated. 

Enough members of the house were 
pledged to the bill to have carried it, 
but the six absentees, by thinking 
each one that enough of the other 
fellows would be there to make it 
safe, have left Georgia another year 
among the pitifully small class of 
states which follow the short-sighted 
and uneconomic practice of providing 
educational opportunities for their 
children and then failing to insist 
that the children take advantage of 
them! 

It would be hard to imagine any pol- 
icy more shiftless and “do less” than 
this, and only six states in the union 
still persist in it. Though al? these 
are southern states (Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida, Mississippi, South Carolina 


that all southern states are not to be 
numbered in this chronicle of the il- 
logical! 

How proud we should have been to 
have seen Georgia today range her- 
self alongside Tennessee, Louisiana, 
North Carolina, Kentucky, Virginia 
and in the company of all the other 
states in the union who not only pso- 
vide schools,. but see to it that they 
are used. 

Since this wag not to be this time, 
the men and women who are in this 
fight to the finish will not fail to 
congratulate themselves upon the 
splendid strength which the measure 
developed. Its eighty-seven advo- 
cates were s0 much in earnest and 
those who spoke did so with such 4i- 
rectness and point that the men and 
women interested in the measure, who 
thronged the galleries, were filled 
with pride in their champions.

MONUMENT DESIGR 


Mrs. Tichenor Does Not 
Think It Is Typical of 
Southern Women. 


To Be Erected in the Grounds 
in Front of the State 
Capitol Building. 


By a unanimous vote the approp-ria- 
tions committee of the house of 
representatives approved the bill ap- 
propriating $100,000 for the purpose 
of erecting upon the capitol yard a fit- 
ting monument to the men who bore 
the brunt of battle for the south in the 
civil war and to the women who stayed 
at home and cheered and encouraged 
them by heroic sacrifice. 

The measure was introduced in the 
house by Mr. McMahan of Clarke and

Our southern 
birth and southern tradition—counted 
by us as a most priceless heritage— 
gives us this right. 

An analysis of the design will show 
that the buxom form, brawny neck, | 
fantastic colffure, slovenly arrange- 
ment of attire, nude knee and bold, 
nonchalant attitude are wholly oppos- 
ed to characteristics of the women of 
the time. Devotion to duty amid the 
stormy days of war condemns the idea 
of fitness in the negligee costume af- 
fected, and, physically, the daughters 
of the south were built on graceful, 
hermonious lines—not on those of 
Amasobian severity. Happily, there are 
yet among us a few survivors of the 
women of '61-'66 that stand as types 
of the mothers, sisters and wives of 
the men who wore the gray. We chal- 
lenge any one of them to recognize 
anything of the delicately-modest, 
loyal, earnest, deeply religious woman 
of the day in the ponderous, meretri- 
cious figure posing as the tdeal of 
southern womanhood. 

Certainly, if the monument stands 
as representative of the dignified, 
Christian, southern matron as she ex- 
istegd in the Civil War period of our 
history, i¢ is unpardonably, grossly in- 
correct; if intended as a ciassic exalt- 
ed, ideal conception, it could not be 
further from the mark. 

it ig an ungracious task te criticize 
what is intended as a memorial for all 
time of the exalted virtues of the 
scuthern woman of a day now dead; 
but it is because we prize that type 
so highly an@ object to the creation 
of a false ideal foisted on the future 
that we are impelled to take this step.

This is properly so, for Nature, in 
her kind beneficence, provides that we 
shall watch with care tnose orcans 
wh'ch «ave most essential to our wel!- 
being and note quickly any disturb- 
ance of their functions. A very little 
inflammation in the eye will give in- 
tense pain and distress, where a much 
greater inflammation in the nose will 
be scarcely notice., rwimpliy because 
(the eye is far more important than 
the nose, and so, any symptoms which 
incicate some dinurberce of mental 
functions will te quickly noted, and iff 
‘promptly relieved will give distress 
far more intense than mere pain 
could do 


Knowing that the well-known Spe- 
cialist, Dr. Wm. M. Baird, has been an 
early investigator and writer on the 
subject of Neurasthenia, a representa- 
tive of The Constitution called on him 
for an expression of his views, feeling 
sure he would have something of value 
to present to the reader, not only on 
the subject of its causation, but on 
its treatment and cure as well. 

On asking the doctor if the disease 
had not attracted a great deal of at- 
tention the last few years he said: “It; 
certainly has, for, when I was a stu-j} 
dent of medicine, 25 years ago, it was 
unknown as a disease per se. Dr. Geo. 
M. Beard coined the word ‘Neuras- 
thenia’ over 30 years ago, I think, and 
it at once sprang into prominence. Not 
oniy did Dr. Beard coin the word, but 
his description of the symptoms of the 
disease has become ciassical. The word 
*‘Neurasthenia’ has become popular, but 
Nerve or Brain Exhaustion, Nerve 
Prostration mean the same thing. 

“The disease is especially rich in 
subjective symptome. By subjective 
symptoms I mean those the patient 
feels. For instance, a patient comes 
to a @octor and says he has palipita- 
tion of the heart; the palpitation is 
something the patient feels and knows, 
himself. The doctor, on listening to 
the sounds of the heart, finds there 
are certain organic lesions, and these 


the patient's complaint of inability to 
concentrate his mind on any one thing, 
and to keep it there. The mind wanders 
in every direction. Sometimes if the 
patient forces the attention or tries 
to concentrate the mind, it brings on 
actual pain in the head or a full, heavy 
sensation in the brain. Patients be- 
come noticeably fretful or irritable 
over little things.

Van Ermengen’s investigations of 
fifteen years started a wave of investi- 
gation that has given us a clear un- 
derstanding of the effects of these 
products on the nerves. Marinesco, in 
1896, published an important paper on 
the subject, and a large number of 
important papers have been published 
since then. The effects of malaria, 
fevers, injuries as well as the shock 
of refiex irritations, sexual excesses, 
etc., have all been worked out with 
care in order to give us the Knowledge 
we now have. This has given us much 
knowledge of the cause and how these 
causes affected the nervous system. 

How has it affected the treatment? 
Early investigators of the affection 
soon found that any treatment to do 
g00d must be of the building-up proc- 
ess of broken-down nerve elements, 
In other words, feeding up the nerve 
tissues, a process of regeneration, in 
fact.

evolved from laboratory work that 
had no reference to treatment what- 
ever. 

About twenty years ago someone 
thought he had found by experiments 
that the nerve é¢lements had a@ move- 
ment of their own that physiologists 
know as ameboid movements. This be- 


-eame one of the most important sub- 
jects to engage the attention of nerve 


physiologists, and a great number of 
men worked with much care and pub- 
lished many scientific papers on the 
subject. The profession-at-large for a 
time considered this correct, although 
scientific men knew it was not proven 
with absolute certainty. 

If true, it would explain how nerve 
elements or neurones. as they are call- 
ed by nerve physiologists, would throw 
out little prolongations and grasp cer- 
tain substances, especially cellular sub- 
stances, and appropriate them to their 
own use and to their rebuilding. Many 
readers will remember the Brown- 
Sequard craze of a couple of decades 
ago which had its theory built up from 
this. Brown-Sequard accepted the 
ameboid movement of neurones as a 
fact, and thought that a lymph taken 
from certain organs in animals—a 
rich in cellular structure— 
the neu- 
rones, and they would thus be regen- 
This was the start and the 
basis of the various serums and lymphs 

have been landed during the 
couple of decades to cure not 
only neurasthenia, but all formes of 
nervous troubles. Some cures 
been made, but more failures were the 
result, and later it was found that bet- 
ter results were to be obtained with 
serums which contained no cell con- 
stituents at all. Now, the ameboid 
has not been 
conclusively proven, and, In fact, the 
most of late research would indicate 
that there is no such movement, but 
that the changes in form of the neu- 
rones are due to the nutriment it takes 
up from the liquid around it, or else 
the degenerative changes. 

Now, these facts have been proven 
also in the treatment of neurasthenia, 
for here those serums that have given 
us the best results have been of the 
chemical] order, rather than of the cel- 
lular, as was at first thought might be 
possible through the ameboid move- 
ments.

ter to procure immediate transporta- 
tion. By the night of the 12th, how- 
ever, I was tendered one second-class 
passenger and four freight cars. I 
boarded them during the night, leav- 
ing Atlanta the 13th at 7 a.m. It was 
by no means a modern hospital irain, 
with scientific arrangement for the 
comfort and relief of the suffering. 
There was scant supply of the corn- 
mon comforts or the delicacies of life. 
No cushions or air pillows for weary 
heads; no ice to cool fevered thirst: no 
diet kitchen for broth and delicate 
food fer the half-starved and suffer- 
ing; no wine, no brandy to revive the 
failing puise, or stimulate the weak- 
ened vitality: not even medicine 
enough to check the ravages of dis- 
ease. At Macon we were ordered to 
Milledgeville, arriving at the last place 
on the evening of the 14th. Two days 
out. I will never forget the horror of 
that journey. , 

The sick and wounded arrived in fair 
condition, no casualties ‘happening. 
News of our coming had already 
reached the place and fully one hun- 
dred good men and women, with their 
man servants and maid servants, were 
on hand prepared to administer to 
every want and comfort of. the patients. 
The good people of Milledgeville had 
utilized the male and female acade- 
mies and their extensive 
grounds. 

In addition to the quarters at the 
two academies, I established wards at 
all buildings in different parts of the 
city, well adapted to separate ward 
purposes, and thus divided Brown 
hospital into five wards. 

The youths and old men of the Geor- 
gia militia, accustomed to the com- 
forts and luxuries of home, soon 
broke down and sickened. The hospi- 
tal was full to overflowing with them: 
many of these poor fellows died. It 
was realiy distressing to see how they 
were being swept away. There were 
from two to eight deaths a dav. 

I had for a sexton a thorough busi- 
ness wan. He knew nothing but 
business. He was a wirv, weazen-fac- 
ed, energetic fhan, and in his conver- 
sation always came to the point. One 
morning, while sitting in my office, in 
one of the wards, this old man ap- 
proached me and said: “Good morn- 
i Anybody dead here?” Said _ JI, 
“No,”’ in a very emphatic manner. 
“Anybody about to die?”’—this before 
109 sick and dying men. I _ replied, 
“No, why?" He said, “Well, I thought 
if there was, I would go to digging 
their graves.” “Mr. Johnston,” said I, 
“Get out of here. Don’t you know 
better than to talk that way before 
sick men unto death?” He replied, 
“No, business is business. They are 
dying every day, and gwinter die as 
long as these old men stay out in ser- 
vice.” At this point I drove the old 
man off. Old Johnston never did to the 
last see the impropriety of talking this 
way before the sick. He knew noth- 
ing but business, and digging graves 
was his business.

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DIVORCE RECORD 
ELD BY JAPAN 


United States Poor Sec- 


ond in Divorces. 


One Out of Every Fifteen Mar- 
riages Results in Divorce- 
Divorces Are Given Too Free- 
ly---England Has an Enviable 


Record. 


London, July 9.—(Special.)—Japan 
leads the world in the number of di- 
vorces, with the United States a poor 
second. This was brought out in the 
testimony given before the royal com- 
mission on divorce, which has resumed 
its session, 

Mr. R. Newton Crane, member of 
the federal bar of the United States, 
and also of the English bar, gave this 
information. He quoted figures show- 
ing the number of divorces per 100.000 
Of population. 

They were: 
Japan , 
United States , 
Switzerland 
France 
Germany > Ew 
England and Wales “Cs . 

He gave the commission much 
interesting information concerning Al- 
vorce in the United States. 

It appeared to be fairly well estab- 
lished, he said, that at the present time 
one marriage in every fifteen, or pos- 
Sibly sixteen, in the United Sttes 
would ultimately be dissolved by di- 
voree. In all the states adultery was 
Sround for divorce but, independently 
of adultery, there was a variety of 
other grounds. Desertion and cruelty, 
in varying forms and degrees, _ were 
common grounds of divorce. In sixteen 
states the desertion need be for only 
one y®ar, in seven states it must be 
for two years, and in One state for five 
years. Cruelty was a cause in nearly 
every state and, in some of the states, 
“Outrages rendering life together in- 
supportable,” “indignities rendering 
condition intolerable.” “personal abuse 
Or conduct rendering life burdensome,” 
and “treatment endangering health or 
reason,” were also specified grounds. 
In thirty-five states habitual drunken- 
hess Was a cause for divorce. In a 
very large majority of the states con- 
viction for felony was a ground. 

In five states conviction for 
prior to marriage and unknown to the 
other party, and in one of the states 
the fact that a spouse was a fugitive 
from justice, was a sufficient cause. 
Associated with drunkenness in some 
of the state was habitual addiction to 
various drugs, such ag opium, morphia, 
and chioral. Insanity in varying 4de- 
grees, from mental] incapacity to in- 
curable lunacy, was a cauSe in nine 
States. Vagrancy was a ground in two 
States, and neglect to provide for the 
wife and children of the marriage was 
& cause in nineteen states. In Louisi- 
ana ‘public defamation of one party 
by the other;” in F orida, “‘violent tem- 
per,” and in Kentucky, “violent and 
ungovernable temper,” were causes. In 
Kentucky, New Hampshire and Mas- 
Sachusetts the joining of a religious 
sect Or society which believed, or pro- 
fessed to believe, that the relation be- 
tween husband and wife void or un- 
lawful, was a ground for divorce. 

Despite the widespread belief in Eng- 
land to the contrary, in no state was 
“incompatibility of temperamertit” a 


felony 


cause for divorce, where the statue 


authorized the court to grant a decree 
when it should be satisfied that for 
any cause the parties could no longer 
live together. In two, at least, of the 
States divorce operated automatically 
and without the institution of lega! 
proceedings therefor, in case of a 
sentence to imprisonment for life. 
View Is Spreading. 

The view was spreading, he sald, 
that if an unhappily married couple 
desired to have their marriage dis- 
solved it was a matter which was 
pecullarly their own affair, and one 
with which the public had nothing to 
do. Of nearly a million divorcés only 
about 15 per cent were defended. He 
was of the opinion that the frequency 
of divorce in the United States and 
the growing Indifference to the duty 
and obligation of marriage were prl- 
marily due to the fact that marriage 
in America was defined by statute to 
be merely a civil contract, and that no 
form of solemnizing the ceremony was 
provided or required. 

There were too many causes for di- 
vorce in America and too few in Eng- 
land. The health of the race, from a 
eugeéenic point of view, was imperiled 
by obliging a woman to live in marital] 
relations with a husband who was a 
confirmed drunkard, or was subject 
to recurring attacks of insanity, or 
who had in him the seeds of an in- 


curabDle disease. When the strain t5

continuous cruelty of 
reached the breaking point, it was 
wise, not only in the interests of the 
parties themselves, but of the state 
and the church, that the law should 
intervene. 

Mr. Crane added that the greater 
number of divorce cases in the United 
States, as compared with England, did 
not mean that there was gfeater im- 
morality in the states. It was due rather 
to the levity with which people re- 
garded marriage, and legal laxity as 
to the marriage tie. 

Mr. J. A. Barrett, another American 
barrister, thought the comparative 


cheapness of divorce in the states was 
the direct means of avoiding a great 
deal of irregularity. The statement 
that one miarriage in fifteen was likely 
to be dissolved was true only so far 
as registered marriages were concern- 
ed, but there were thousands of mar- 
riages which were never registered at 
all, so that the figure was misleading. 
The causes of divorce were ag numerous 
and liberal in other countries as in the 
United States. In Formosa “loquacity” 
Was a cause of divorcing a wife. 

The chairman: “Do yoy think there 
is a very high standard of morality in 
the United States?’ 

“I have no doubt whatever that the 
standard of morality throughout the 
United States Is as high as i: ig in 
England or in any other civilized coun- 


try. ; 

“What is your general explanation 
of the number of divorces?’ 

“They are largeiy. unconnected with 
immorality, and largely associated with | 
desertion. Another cause of divorce 
was the enormous deve'opment in the 
employment of women in every kind 
of business.” 

Mr. Barrett denied that the preva- 
ience of divorce in the United States 
showed a lower standard of mora)s, 
and in support of his contention he 
quoted Professor @ecky and Professor 
Bryce, the latte: f whom said the 
Standard of sex!al morality in the 
United States was higher than in any 
part of northern or western Europe, 
except possibly among the Roman 
Catholic peasantry of Ireland.
